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Trudeau acknowledges 
dissatisfaction in ranks 


OTTAWA (CP) — About 20 per 
cent of delegates at the national Liber¬ 
al convention voted Saturday night for 
a review of Prime Minister Trudeau's 
leadership—up from 11 per cent at the. 
last convention two years ago. 

Trudeau told delegates shortly 
after the vote was announced that the 


percentage represented a “significant 
measure of dissatisfaction" witli his 
performance. 

But he said the good news was that 
remaining delegates — slightly more 
than 80 per cent—gave him a vote of 
ronfldence. 

A total of 2,185 delegates voted. 


'Most useless strike ’ 


Canadian Prau 

Postmaster-General Bryce 
Mackasey says the postal 
strike is one of the most 
useless disputes he has seen 
and it may not end by Christ¬ 
mas. 

Mackasey said in a inter¬ 
view taped for broadcast 
today on the CTV network 
program Question Period that 
he is reluctant to see the 
workers legislated hack to 
work because the strike is 
legal. 


He said that Joe Davidson, 
president of the Canadian 
Union of postal Workers, and 
union negotiators would prob¬ 
ably like to see the govern¬ 
ment end the strike. 

"I'm interested in the 
worker and I want the silent 
majority in that union, who 
lias let a small minority ma¬ 
nipulate them into a strike, to 
stand up and be counted 
rather than I do it for them." 
he said. 

There were signs that 


Mackasey's “silent majority” 
policy might work, in some 
centres at least. 

An emergency meeting Sat¬ 
urday for all postal union 
directors between Vancouver 
and Winnipeg was called by 
Frank Walden, union director 
for the western region, to de¬ 
termine how strongly the 
strike is supported in the 
west. 

He said he is not trying to 
get union members back to 
their jobs. The return to work 


of some members in the inte¬ 
rior of British Columbia does 
not indicate crumbling suj>- 
port for tire strike, he added. 

Thirty-four workers in 100 
Mile House in central B.C. 
and Cran-brook in southeas¬ 
tern B.C. voted to go back to 
work Monday. 

In Kelowna, 16 of the 54 
local members sent a tele¬ 
gram to Mackasey Fri¬ 
day asking for a vote on the 
government offer.

BEIRUT — The shooting 
has died down once again in 
lacbanon's seven-month inter¬ 
mittent civil war, but it has 
been replaced by a jwlitical 
crisis no less grave. 

Premier Rashid Karami. 
angry because the army 
railed to carry out orders to 
seize a ship delivering arms 
to Christian militia, has boy¬ 
cotted his own office. The re¬ 
sult is almost total paralysis 
of the government. 

Karami and two ministers 
in his six-man “government 
cf national reconciliation" 
failed to show up for a sche¬ 
duled cabinet meeting Satur¬ 
day. Instead, he stayed home 
at his summer residence in 
Sofar, where he received his 
close political allies. 

He did not attend a meeting 
of the Co-ordination Commit¬ 
tee Friday, the all-faction 
group which is supervising 
the latest ceasefire. As a re¬ 
sult, Moslem and left-wing 
representatives on the com¬ 
mittee said they would refuse 
the committee their co-opera¬ 
tion until the premier re- 
suniea his place on it. 

Under the Lebanese consti¬ 
tution, the premier must 
countersign all important de¬ 
crees issued by the president. 
S ime observers here saw 
Karami’s boycott as a direct

U.S. government is consider¬ 
ing efforts to break up Gener¬ 
al Motors Corp., the world’s 
largest auto - maker, says a 
government source. 

The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion was reported to have rec¬ 
ommended antitrust action 
against the auto maker, whose 
sales last year totalled almost 
$32 billion. 

FTC Chairman Lewis Eng- 
man declined comment on the 
report, saying: “We have a 
number of investigations 
going on. Some are the re- 
s|x>nsibility of the commis¬ 


sion and some of the justice 
department.” 

Bruce Wilson, deputy assis¬ 
tant attorney-general, said of 
the rejHjrt: “Any industry 
which is structured like the 
auto industry is the subject of 
constant observation." 

the justice department was 
reported close to filing aji an¬ 
ti-trust suit against GM in 
1968 but was overruled by the 
White Hiffise. NBC News says. 

More than half the cars 
built and sold in the United 
States are made by GM. 

The FTC staff “says that 
kind of dominance is tan¬ 


tamount to monopoly,” says 
NBC, which reiiorts it has 
learned that lx»th the econom¬ 
ics and the competition 
bureaus of the FTC have rec¬ 
ommended antitrust action 
agatinst GM. 

The report was confirmed 
by a source in the federal 
government who did not wish 
to be identified. 

“Justice has been working 
on this for a long time,” said 
Frank Faraone, a GM spokes¬ 
man in Washington.

Hijacker 

pushed 

from 

airplane 

C A P E GIRARDEAU. 
Mo. (UPI) — The pilot of 
a small charter plane said 
he struggled and man¬ 
aged to push a hijacker 
out of his aircraft to his 
death Saturday, authori¬ 
ties said. 

The body of the alleged 
hijacker. identified as 
Jack Johnson, 19, Evans¬ 
ville, Ind., was found later 
on a farm about one and 
one-half miles from 
Charleston in Southeas¬ 
tern Missouri. 

The pilot. Richard Lie- 
bunguth, 25, also of 
Evansville, suffered a 
minor hand wound during 
a struggle for the hi¬ 
jacker’s gun aboard the 
Cessna 150. The .22-cali- 
bre pistol discharged, and 
Liebunguth was grazed on 
a finger, the FTSI said. 

"We are continuing a 
further investigation, but 
there is no reason at this 
time for us not to believe 
the pilot’s story," said 
FBI agent Harlan Phil¬ 
lips. 

Phillips said Johnson 
had phoned the Tri-State 
Aero Senice in Evans¬ 
ville in southwestern In¬ 
diana Saturday morning 
and said he wanted to 
charter a plane. 

About 15 minutes into 
the flight, Johnson pulled 
a pistol and told the pilot 
he was hijacking the 
craft, Phillipps said. He 
directed Uebungeth to fly 
to Kentucky, then to 
southern Illinois and final¬ 
ly to southeastern Mis¬ 
souri. 

“There was some talk 
of suicide and some dis¬ 
cussion of family prob¬ 
lems," Philips said of the 
conversation between 
Johnson and the pilot. 

While the plane was 
over the Charleston area, 
the two men struggled for 
the gun and the weapon 
discharged. Liebunguth 
then managed to push 
Johnson out of the plane, 
Phillips said. The pilot 
gave a radio distress sig¬ 
nal and landed the plane 
at the Cape Girardeau 
airport.

VIEW THEM with the suspicion many of 
them would have trouble earning half their 
n.ilicial salaries If thrown back cm civvy 
street. Never expect the truth from politi¬ 
cians and you’ll never be disappointed Don’t 
buy the heavy workload bleat. The average 
wage-earner works every bit as hard and 
with far fewer privileges. Many, instead of 
occupying pedestals, should be occupying 
stocks. 

Faith In politicians was eroded to a brutal 
degree with the hanky-panky of Watergate. A 
United States problem, yes, but the feelings, 
grew that i! it could happen there it could 
happen here. 

How many political scandals have been 
covered up in Quebec in the past 30 years? 
How many in Ottawa? Hell, how mhny in 
British Columbia? 

WE SHOULD ALL take note of even the 
smallest fall from grace within our political 
system. 

Yes, we should be appalled that a Liberal 
Senator, Louis de G. Giguerre, should be able 
to make a fast $93,000 in a company that whs 
negotiating for a federal airport concession. 
He denies conflict of interest, but his denial 
should be put under the glaring light of Com¬ 
mons scrutiny. All avenues of Investigation 
should he travelled, all witnesses questioned. 
It is a large windlall that accrued to apubldc 
servant — a very well paid public servant. 

CONSERVATIVE Claude Wagner admits 
receiving $1,000 per month from a private 
slush fund to augment his penurious $36,500 
per year. Wagner states he has no idea as to 
the Identity of the donors of this particular 
$300,000 slush fund, just as Pierre Trudeau 
denies any knowledge of the benefactors who 
graced him with a $250,000 swimming pool.

WITH MOROCCANS, 
Spanish Sahara (UPI) — 
Morocco's King Hassan n 
met with a special emissary 
from Spain Saturday to try to 
defuse -the mounting crisis in 
the disputed territory of 
Spanish Sahara. 

Hassan has poured thou¬ 
sands of unarmed Moroccan 
volunteers into Spanish Sa¬ 
hara in a bid for peaceful 
Takeover of the territrry, but 
there are signs Spain has 
stepped up preparations for 
armed resistance. 

Antonio Caron Martinez, 
minister for the Spanish pre¬ 
mier’s office, met Saturday 
with Hassan in Agadir, 
Morocco, the Atlantic Coast 


resort where Hassan has es¬ 
tablished temporary head¬ 
quarters during the march. 

Cairo Martinez flew back to 
Madrid late Saturday night 
with Abdellatif Filali, Moroc¬ 
can ambassador to Spain. 

Progress in the negotia¬ 
tions, if any. w^s not re¬ 
vealed. Future diplomatic 
moves were not announced. 

The Sjxanish army general 
slalf in the Sahara said a sup¬ 
port mission of 14 ships, in¬ 
cluding two missile-launchers, 
and 3,500 men arrived Satur¬ 
day at Las Palmas in Spain's 
Canary Islands off the terri¬ 
tory. 

A convoy of around 250 
trucks with personnel and 
provisions was moving toward 


the marchers, encamped in 
Saharan territory in a border 
zone fronting Spain’s mine¬ 
fields and trenches. 

“During the day no in¬ 
cidents were reported,” ac¬ 
cording to the general staff. 
But Spain began evacuating 
Spanish civilians from El 
Aiiun, the capital of Spanish 
Sahara. 

In Madrid, unconfirmed and 
unofficial sources re|>orted 
armed clashes in northeastern 
Sahara between Moroccan 
trooj>s and the Algerian- 
backed Saharart nationalist 
group, the Polisario front. 

But in the desert sands, the 
king's volunteers sprawled 
under thick wool Bedouin 


tents or cwked rayef — flat 
bread — over campfires, 
seemingly oblivious to the dip¬ 
lomatic and military man¬ 
oeuvres that would determine 
their future. 

Fresh contingents of 
marchers were reportedly 
fanning out east of the main 
road in a bid to outflank 
Spanish defenses. 

Spain has repeatedly 
warned that its forces would 
ojien fire if the Moroccans at¬ 
tempted to cross the lines. 

Hassan has ignored an ur¬ 
gent United Nations security 
council plea to halt the march 
of 350.(X)0 unarmed civilians 
into the phosj>hate-rich Sa¬ 
hara. 


Cousteau seeks 
Aegean Atlantis 


ATHENS (API French 
explorer Jacques Cousteau is 
beginning a $ 2 -million, year¬ 
long search in the Aegean Sea 
for the legendary city of At¬ 
lantis. 

"I am not convinced that 
such a glorified citadel as ru¬ 
mored existed, but I do be¬ 
lieve there was some kind of 
civilization there where the 
myth originated.” the 65-year- 
old Cousteau said on his ar¬ 
rival here Friday. 

“To search for it is every 
civilized man's dream, ahd 
we believe we will get to the 
root of the truth,” he said. 

Cousteau said the sole writ¬ 
ten reference to Atlantis is by 
the anciet philosopher Plato, 
who received it second-hand 
from Solon, who in turn heal'd 
about the city on a trip to 
Egypt. 

Greek and U.S. archeolo¬ 
gists have discovered valu¬ 
able antiquities on land be¬ 
lieved related to the legen¬ 
dary Atlantis. 

Cousteau, here with his 
18-man crew and electronics- 
equipped ship Calypso, will 
concentrate his underwater 
filming and research around 
the island of Santorini and its 
sunken volcano. An eruption 
there around 14000 B.C. is be-' 
lieved to have sunk Atlantis, 
leaving a circular scattering 
pf islands. 


Sub wreck 
58 years old 


SAN DIEGO (UPIl The 
navy has found the wreckage 
of the submarine FI on the 
ocean floor - 58 years after it 
sank, taking 19 crewmen to 
their deaths. 

An unde rwater research 
ship was looking for the 
wreckage of a navy jet 
which crashed into the ocean 
three years ago — when it 
came upon the sunken subma¬ 
rine northwest of San Diego. 

The FI, a 142-foot diesel 
sub, sank on Dec. 18, 1917, 
when it was accidentally 
rammed on the surface by an¬ 
other U.S. submarine in a 
heavy fog. The five survivors 
said the sub went down in 10 
seconds and crewmen below 
decks had no chance to es¬ 
cape. 

Details of the accident were 
not declassified until 1967. 

The navy has rib plans lo re¬ 
cover the submarine or the 
remains of dead crewmen. 


Once know r as Kailieste, or 
the most beautiful, they now 
are known as the Kamenes — 
the burnt-out islands.

“We"have found treasures 
and gems in our trips round 
the world,” Causteau said, 
“but I personally believe that 
there is no greater jewel for 
mankind than our archeoli li- 
cal origins.”

Tour cablevision company 
will fight to protect 
your freedom to choose 


Many Canadian cablevision subscribers are 
disturbed by rumors that the Canadian 
Radio-Television Commission (CRTC> 
may require us to black out American 
programs or American commercials. 

"There are actually three things which can 
affect your reception of American 
programs — one we think is fair, the other 
two we strongly oppose. 

1: Simultaneous non-duplication — Let’s 
take an example — the U.S. program All in 
the Family, which is shown by many U.S. 
border stations and which is carried at ex¬ 
actly the same time by the CBC network in 
Canada. The CBC and its affiliated stations 
across Canada buy the Canadian rights to 
this program and sell it to Canadian adver¬ 
tisers. So it is legitimately theirs, and we 
can understand how unhappy they are if 
half their viewers watch the program on a 
U.S. channel 'and miss their Canadian 
commercials), simply because cablevision 
has made reception of the U.S. channel pos¬ 
sible. 

So when a Canadian and U.S. station carry 
the same program at exactly the same 
time, we will put the Canadian version of 
the program (which they have paid for, 
remember) complete with Canadian com¬ 
mercials, on the U.S. channel. That’s why 
you sometimes see Canadian commercials 
even though you are watching a U.S. chan¬ 
nel. This is now a CRTC requirement, and, 
because of the circumstances, we accept 
the idea. The program itself isn’t changed. 
As a matter of fact, many American TV 
stations which have bought certain network 
programs ask U.S. cablevision companies 
to give them the same kind of protection 
against outside markets in nearby cities. 
We believe the local broadcaster has a 
reasonable right to get good use out of a 
program he has paid for without a more 
distant broadcaster fragmenting his 
audience with the same program at the 
same time. 

2: Deletion and substitution — This is 
something quite different. Now we’re talk¬ 
ing about U.S. programs that are not 
duplicated in Canada at the same time, if 
at all . . . programs that no one in Canada 
has paid for. And the suggestion is that we 
may be required to delete commercials 
from these programs and substitute Cana¬ 
dian material — commercial or non¬ 
commercial. 


Those who propose this have ways of 
rationalizing it. They say, for example, 
that U.S. programs have no legal right to 
be received in Canada, therefore we can do 
what we want with them. It’s like saying if 
your neighbour parks his car on your 
property you have a right to sell it. 

On October 9.1975, the B.C./Yukon Region 
of the Canadian Cable Television Associa¬ 
tion (to which all but a few small systems 
belong) passed the following resolution: 


The B.C./Yukon members of the CCTA agree that ap¬ 
propriate means must be found to implement tbe policy 
objectives of the Canadian Broadcasting Act and thereby 
to strengthen and enrich CanadUn programming. 
However, we are unanimously opposed to the means 
presently advanced by tbe CRTC to require cable televi¬ 
sion licensees as a condition of license to “delete commer¬ 
cial messages from television signals received from 
broadcasting stations not licensed to serve Canada and to 
substitute suitable replacement material in the place of 
such messages.” We are prepared to work with the Com¬ 
mission and others in developing better methods. 


3: Black-outs of U.S. programs duplicated 
in Canada — This is a possibility which has 
been discussed which poses the biggest 
threat of all to your freedom to choose. The 
suggestion is that, if a U.S. program is 
shown on a Canadian channel at one time, 
and on one or more U.S. channels at other 
times during the week, we may be required 
to black out the American versions com¬ 
pletely. 


That means you would only have one 
chance to see Rhoda or Hawaii Five-0 or 
All in tbe Family or whatever else is now 
duplicated. In some areas, we estimate, 
you could be deprived of over 35 hours of 
potential viewing a week.

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The method of the killing 


P EOPLE WITH a FEELING for animals have 
long been protesting the seal slaughter' on the 
ice floes off Canada’s eastern shores each spring. 
Their prime objection is the method of the killing 
which is sickening. Death by clubbing is possible 
only because the quarry is the seal pup which 
hasn’t lived long enough to know fear. 

The brutality is hardly made less barbaric by 
the standardization of the truncheon in the hands 
of the killers or the banning of skinning of the 
animals before life has left their unconscious 
bodies. Such changes in the rules of the "harvest¬ 
ing” of pelts may be looked upon as concessions to 
the protesters. But the shame of the “game” re¬ 
mains with the continuation of clubbing. 


Soon the worst? 

T HE VICTORIA AREA’S reputation as far as 
driving is concerned leaves something to be 
desired. We’re tabbed as one of the most hair 
tearing places in Canada. And if we’re not careful 
the “one of” soon could be dropped. 

There are many contributing factors, some 
inherited from horse'and buggy days: the narrow¬ 
ness of a number of main thoroughfares along with 
odd-angle intersections: and, dare it be said, the in¬ 
decisiveness of a sizeable segment of the elderly 
motoxlng public. 

Threatening to blacken us more, in the spray 
their bouncing oversized wheels make too, are the 
tractors being allowed to l'oam the more-travelled 
roads in increasing numbei-s. Not only do they slow 
traffic at peak hours, but they impede vision with 
their blades, scoops and backhoes. 

Surely they can be driven to and from work 
sites in off houi's and on back roads. 


And it must remain on the Canadian con¬ 
science for all time whether a reduction in the 
killings is called soon, as is indicated, or later. 

It is made that much moi'e indelible by the ar¬ 
rival on the scene by the Greenpeace Foundation, 
and to a greater extent by the current official view¬ 
ing of the so-called hunt. 

The Greenpeace plan of a different form of 
harassment than was used in the “save the whales” 
dogging of Russian and Japanese harpooners in the 
Pacific this past summer is, as was that, a publi¬ 
city-attracting stunt. 

The threat, or promise, to visit the ice floes at 
whelping time to dab the baby seals with dye and 
make their fur worthless for mai'keting is doing 
just that, with an uproar from Newfoundland 
where the dub-wielders ai'e recruited. Greenpeace 
has made its mai'k, even if it doesn’t carry out its 
plan. 

But, as in the recent announcement from the 
fedei'al fisheries depaitment that the fate of seal¬ 
ing is being studied and curtailment may be or¬ 
dered, the Greenpeace action is based on resources 
depletion. 

The foundation would go the limit and not just 
reduce • quotas which Fisheries Minister Romeo 
Leblanc is thinking of doing, having learned that at 
the pi'esent rate of killing the east coast seal popu¬ 
lation will be wiped out in 10 to 15 years. 

“When a species is near extinction,” a founda¬ 
tion spokesman is quoted as saying, “you don’t try to 
rip off the last of the seals for commercial pur¬ 
poses. It is not moraliy light.” 

As a guardian of the environment. Greenpeace 
makes a good point. But how much taller the foun¬ 
dation would stand if its basic concern was the lack 
of morality Canada has been showing over the 
years in the individual acts of the killings. 

As for officialdom, with the power to put a 
stop to the clubbing, enough said. 


Generous treatment 


W/HATEVER SHOCK the politically uninitiated 
W may have suffered with the revelation that 
the national Tory party was financing its Quebec 
lieutenant Claude Wagner through a private fund 
may be somewhat eased with the Tnideau party’s 
more recent and generous ti'eatment of former Lib¬ 
eral cabinet minister Pierre Juneau. 

Both cases, of course, wei-e not unique. When 
the Conservatives were in power, defeated or retir¬ 
ing Tory ministers and members of Parliament 
were nearly always looked after — often at the ex¬ 
pense of public funds. However, even in their 
heyest day they looked like a bunch of pikers com¬ 
pared with the way the Trudeau Libei-als run their 
slush operation. 

One would be hard put today to find,any front¬ 


line Liberal who hasn’t benefitted one way or an¬ 
other thi'ough the graciousness of the niling party.

The nature of Zionism 


What is Zionism? Are Zion¬ 
ists racists? 

The General Assembly of 
the United Nations has before 
it for consideration a conten¬ 
tious resolution to brand Zion¬ 
ism as racism. Although the 
Western democracies are in 
opposition, given the present 
voting line-up in the Assem¬ 
bly, there is little chance that 
the resolution will be defeat¬ 
ed. 

Zionism is a political move¬ 
ment organized by the Austro- 
Hungarian journalist Theodor 
Herzl. Zion has been the Jew¬ 
ish traditional synonyfn for 
Jerusalem and for the Land 
of Israel; hence the name of 
the movement which 
expressed the yearning of 
Jews for their land of ethnic 
origin which they never relin¬ 
quished. 


Zionism emerged at the 
turn of the century in re¬ 
sponse to several needs: a 
growing disillusionment 
among Jews with the results 
of their formal emancipation 
in Central and Western 
Europe after the Napoleonic 
era which had not put an end 
to discrimination and social 
ostracism. The Dreyfus case 
in France which saw an in¬ 
nocent Jewish officer convict¬ 
ed of espionage instead of a 
guilty French nobleman, trig¬ 
gered Herzl’s search for the 
rationale behind the court’s 
decision, and led to the for¬ 
mulation of Zionism. 

The same historical period 
also saw continued oppression 
and persecution of Jews in 
Eastern Europe. The realiza¬ 
tion grew that Jews should 
seek self-determination as did 
other national groups such as 
Greeks, Poles. Italians. 


As a result Zionism became 
the national liberation move¬ 
ment of the Jewish people, for 
the purpose of bringing about 
the return of those Jews who 
want and need it to the land 
of their ancestry, Palestine, 
and the revival in it of Jewish 
national life — socially, cul¬ 
turally, politically and eco* 
nomically. 

Political events led the Brit¬ 
ish government in 1917 to 
state in the Balfour Declara-

tion that “His Majesty’s gov¬ 
ernment view with favor the 
establishment in Palestine of 
a national home for the Jew¬ 
ish people ...” The declara¬ 
tion also contained safeguards 
for non-Jewish groups living 
in Palestine. Thirty years 
later, the United Nations 
voted to terminate the British 
mandate and establish in¬ 
dependent Jewish and Arab 
states. However, what Arabs 
did not succeed to prevent by 
voting, they attempted to 
undo by force. Shortly after 
the UN vote rue Arab armies 
crossed the ltorder- 
Out of the remnants of the 
Turkish Empire in the Middle 
East emerged 13 independent 
Arab states, some holding 
vast resources, and the in¬ 


dependent Jewish state — 
Israel. Four times since its 
establishment in 1948 at¬ 
tempts have been made to de¬ 
stroy Israel by force. In the 
process the most unfortunate 
by-product — Palestinian ref¬ 
ugees—emerged. None of the 
Arab countries. Jordan ex¬ 
cepted, agreed to accept and 
integrate them, although an 
approximately equal number 
Of .lews left Arab countries 
and immigrated to Israel. The 
claim that Israel expelled 
Arabs and appropriated an 
Arab land is spurious indeed. 

One of the most difficult 
problems to come before the 
Israeli parliament — the 
Knesset — is the question: 
who is a Jew? Jews are not a 
race — since ore may find 
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Mr. Goyer’s ‘un-restraint’ 


blond, blue-eyed Scandinavian 
Jews, dark-skinned Cochin 
Jews in India, and black 
Jews, the Falashas, in Ethio¬ 
pia. To define Jews by reli¬ 
gion is difficult, since Ju¬ 
daism is non-dogma tic, and 
many Jew* are atheists or ag¬ 
nostics. Acceptance of Jewish 
ideas and ideals would include 
many liberal Christians. The 
Talmud, a record of legalistic 
•discussions, defines a Jew as 
a child bom of a Jewish 
motjier (one always know* 
who the mother is ...) or a 
convert to Judaism. Political¬ 
ly, this is a poor definition. If 
Zionism is a political move¬ 
ment aspiring to regain na¬ 
tional status for an ethnic 
group exiled by the Romans 
in AD 70, tlxm to cal] it 
"racist” is ludicrous indeed. 
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“Remember how I told you my head was in a new 
place? I’ve decided to’put the rest of me there, 
too.” 


Pravda, the official organ of 
the Communist Party in the 
U.S.S.R., published an article 
(February 18-19. 1971) by V. 
Bolshakov: Anti-Sovietism — 
Profession of Zionists, which 
implies why the Soviet Union 
is taking the lead in the Unit¬ 
ed Nations to have Zionism 
declared a racist movement. 

“Zionism serves as one of 
the instruments of imperial¬ 
ism in its global struggle and 
subversive political and ideo¬ 
logical activities against (lie 
U.S.S.R. and the entire world 
/ socialist system, activities' 
aimed at undermining social¬ 
ist regimes from within.” 

One would hope that those 
regimes which do not ascribe 
to the global social order as 
envisaged by the Soviet Union 
would find the courage to de¬ 
fend one of the few national 
liberation movements that 
does not look to Moscow for 
help. It is understandable 
that in the midst of feudal and 
military states in the Middle 
East fcn authentic Western- 
type democracy is out of 
place, unwanted, and unloved. 
What is not understandable is 
by what aberration of political 
mentality it could possibly be 
branded "racist." Endorse¬ 
ment by the United Nations of 
the reseflution equating Zion¬ 
ism with racism wlli deprive 
the organization even further 
cif wfiat little credibility it 
has managed to retain so far 


And speaking of restraint — 
it's supposed to be in high 
government fashion these 
days — how's this for the feds 
leading the way to the land of 
hope (no inflation) and glory 
(jobs for everyone)? 

Supply and Services Min¬ 
ister Jean-Pierre Goyer, at 
the modest aw-shucks-it’s- 
really-nothing cost of depart- 
mentally-estimated $12 mil¬ 
lion to $15 million, is moving 
a computer and 250 jobs to a 
remote comer of Quebec. 

★ ★ ★ 

As an experiment in "tak¬ 
ing the government to the 
people,’’ which is the new fed¬ 
eral buzz-phrase for decentra¬ 
lization, the entire cheque re¬ 
demption control division of 
Supply and Services is being 
shut down here in the national 
capital and started up again 
in Matane, a town of 13,000 or 
so, only eight four-comers vil¬ 
lages this side of the far tip of 
the Gaspe Peninsula. 

There was no advance 
warning, either to the staff di¬ 
rectly concerned, or the re¬ 
gional members of Parlia¬ 
ment who are being held to 
account. 

The new* hit them in a 
press release from Jean- 
Pierre Goyer, that treasure of 
the treasury benches who pre¬ 
viously made his mark with 
the observation, amid all the 
public uproar over crime, that 
the rehabilitation of criminals 
is more important than the 
protection of society.

But not to get too upset. 
While a majority of the divi¬ 
sion’s staff are unilingual 
English-speaking employees, 
no need to despair. 

Part of the $12 million to $15 
million cost of the strange de¬ 
centralization will gf> to pay¬ 
ing for their French lessons 
so that as new bilinguals, they 
may transfer to Matane if 
they wish. 

No cause for concern, ei¬ 
ther. that the new cheque re- 
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demption control division in 
Matane will be some 450 
miles east of the nearest 
branch of the Bank of Cana¬ 
da. 

The fact that before It 
moves from Ottawa the divi¬ 
sion is next-door-neighbor to 
the bank doesn't matter to J. 
P. Goyer.

Nor does he care that the 
only job the division does is 
the matching of government 
cheques cashed at branch 
banks against authorized lists 
complied by the Treasury 
here in the capital. 

It will all be done now by 
remote control. 

The cheques'— there are 12 
million of them a month — 
public service pay cheques, 
baby bonus and i>ension che¬ 
ques. cheques to contractors, 
suppliers, consultants and all 
the rest of the great horde of 
Canadians doing business, one

way or another, with the gov¬ 
ernment — now presumably 
will be trucked or flown down 
to Matane tor redemption con¬ 
trol purposes. 

Essentially, to determine, 
presumably to the last ac¬ 
countable cent, where its cur¬ 
rent $25 billion of spending 
goes, each cheque issued 
must be ticked off against the 
master list when cashed. 

Got to keep the federal 
liooks straight, you know, if 
seldom balanced. 

Big, complicated job, what? 

Here in the capital, a staff 
of 250 and a computer seem to 
have been handling it. 

But now with die move to 
Matane, the staff will be more 
than di>ubled to some 600. or 
so the rumble within the divi¬ 
sion itself has it. 

M. Goyer has decreed that 
in Matane the division will be 
converted to one of those new 
“working in French” units. 


Which means that English- 
speaking employees, taking 
French lessons to qualify as 
necessarily fluent bilinguals, 
will have to reach a nearly 
impossible lingual level to 
make the move to Matane. 

That’s supposing, of course, 
that anyone really wants to 
change an Ontario life-style to 
living as it’s lived in deepest 
Gaspe.

Why all the extra staff? Not 
just the complications of con¬ 
version from English to 
French. 

Maybe some of it can be 
charged to the remote control 
that comes of decentraliza¬ 
tion.

Evert when they are work¬ 
ing. few postmen wear their 
uniforms . correctly. They 
might wear such bits of uni¬ 
form as pants, shorts or 
boots, but rarely the full, of-. 
ficial ensemble. Antipathy to 
uniforms as shown by post¬ 
men, and by some bus drivers 
and baggage Txvrters, and 
even by those policemen who 
remove their caps in their 
cruisers, is a sign of discipli¬ 
nary- decay. 

Until 1939. the majority of 
citizens everywhere in the 
West were disciplined by fear. 
If a postman refused to wear 
his uniform, and to work hard 
for a modest wage, he was 
fired. And he might suffer 
years of rags and malnutri¬ 
tion before finding another 
job. 

Alter the Second World 
War. civilized governments 
abolished discipline by fear 
through the in^pduction of 
the welfare state.

Even though fear of starva¬ 
tion no longer prevailed, those 
who were adult at the end of 
the Second World War dis¬ 
ciplined themselves. Pride, 
and the prospects of ever- 
increasing general prosperity, 
prompted them to give a fair 
return in work for their 
wages, fringe benefits and so¬ 
cial security schemes. 

But during the ’50s and ’60s 
young people entering the 
work force knew little or noth¬ 
ing of economic fear. The loss 
of a job might have e\]>osed 
them to temporary financial 
inconvenieQc*.’ but -it rarely 
precipitated them into a

domestic calamity. Unfortu¬ 
nately. freedom from fear, on 
the part of many young peo¬ 
ple, was not accompanied by 
the compensatory factor of 
self-discipline. 

Some students ducked out of 
■high school before they had 
acquired the skills essential to 
employment in a technology' 
of increasing complexity. 
Others went on to university 
merely to join protest 
marches and love-ins. Some 
workers threw up their jobs 
only because they could ac-. 
quire almost as much money 
from unemployment insux^ 
ance or welfare. Others, re¬ 
sponding to Communist union 
leaders, whose sole object is 
to wreck capitalism, went on 
strike for w r age Increases that 
consumers and taxpayers 
could not afford. 

The inseparable companion 
of sloth anil greed is ignor¬ 
ance. Millions of young people, 
schooled by undisciplined 
teachers and crackpot educa¬ 
tion departments, grow up so 
ignorant they think the gov¬ 
ernment is a bottomless res¬ 
ervoir of money. They are too 
thick-headed to perceive that 
government merely takes 
money from the citizens in 
the form of taxes, and hands 
it back to the citizens irt the 
form of welfare, less the pay 
of politicians and bureau¬ 
crats. 

The economies of the West¬ 
ern world are cracking be¬ 
cause too many citizens, in¬ 
cluding politicians and bu¬ 
reaucrats. are taking out of 


them in salaries, insurance 
benefits , and welfare, more 
than they are putting back in 
the form of production. In 
other words the West is run¬ 
ning into bankruptcy because 
self-discipline has failed to re¬ 
place the abolished discipline 
of fear. 

Every animal is driven to 
seek food and shelter by one 
motive: the fear of death by 
starvation or exposure. Only a 
barbarian would wish to re¬ 
store such a harsh discipline 
to human society. But if toe 
people of the West do not 
learn to exercise self-dis¬ 
cipline, in their own and in 
the general interest, they will 
fall under the sort of dis¬ 
cipline that is maintained in 
the East at gunpoint. 

4- ★ * 

The darkness on the eco¬ 
nomic and political horizons 
deepens. Some quick and ef¬ 
fective means of recharging 
Western society with the 
spirit of self-discipline is man¬ 
datory if w e are to escape the 
deluge. 

To stop the rot of discipline 
now we should impose two- 
year compulsory military ser¬ 
vice on all able-bodied girls 
and boys aged 18, plus a two- 
week refresher course annual¬ 
ly until the age of CO, with an 
emphasis on strenuous physi¬ 
cal work and meticulous stan¬ 
dards of spit and polish. 

The undressed postman 
shambling apathetically 
around the houses is a symp¬ 
tom Of a terfninal social dis¬ 
ease.

here say, is whether an adop¬ 
tion agency here can deter¬ 
mine the religion of prospec¬ 
tive parents. But involved are 
constitutional questions that 
ultimately may be resolved 
by the U.S. Supreme Court: 

• Cfen a private, or in¬ 
dependent, adoption agency 
establish religious criteria for 
child placement? 

• Can the state (or public 
agency) ignore religious val¬ 
ues in determining what is in 
the best interest of the child 
up for adoption? 

• Can those with no reli¬ 
gious jxersuafsion be denied 
the right to adopt? 

The youngsters in question, 
ranging in age from one to 
eight, had been placed in 
southern California homes by 
Family Ministries, a private 
Christian adoption agency. 

But Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Lester E. Olson 
has now- given legal jurisdic¬ 
tion of the children to a 
county agency — ruling un¬ 
constitutional the Family 
Ministries’ requirement that 
adoptive parents be active 
members of an evangelical 
Protestant church. 

Judge Olson is allowing the 
children to remain in their 
present homes (on foster-care 
status) pending final adop¬ 
tion. 

Financial Ministries and 
World Vision — a Christian 
relief organization that origi¬ 
nally took custody of the chil¬ 
dren in a Cambodian orphan¬ 
age — say they will appeal 
the case. 

World Vision president W. 
Stanley Mooneyham says 
Judge Olson’s ruling violates 
First Amendment guarantees 
of religious freedom. 

'Meanwhile, Dr. Richard 
Scott — who initially sued Fi¬ 
nancial Ministries on the 
grounds it denied him an op¬ 
portunity to adopt a Cam¬ 
bodian youngster because he 
was not of their religious per¬ 
suasion — insists that the real 
issue is "separation of church 
and state.” 

Dr. Scott, a Los Angeles De¬ 
partment of Health physician, 
bolds that since the natural 
parents of the orphans are un¬ 
known, an agency should not 
designate the religious affilia¬ 
tion of adopting parents. 

The case has broad implica¬ 
tions, many olxservers be¬ 
lieve. Traditionally, most pri¬ 
vate placement groups par¬ 
ticularly those with religious

affiliations (Roman Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish) have 
awarded homeless children to 
adoptive parents of their own 
denomination. 

Several state laws, or ad¬ 
ministrative codes, authorize 
so-called religious matching. 
For example, in California the 
code specifies that "a child 
shall be placed with adoptive 
parents whose religious faith 


is the same as his own or that 
of his. (natural) parents.” 
However, the law allows ex¬ 
ceptions according to the 
"expressed wishes of the (nat¬ 
ural) parents.” 

Also standards of the Child 
Welfare League of America 
(CWLA), .subscribed to by 
most public and private adop¬ 
tion agencies, state: "Oppor¬ 
tunity for religious or spirt' 


tual and ethical development 
of the child should receive full 
consideration in the selection 
of adoptive homes.” 

But CWLA also stresses 
that lack of religious affilia¬ 
tion or of a religious faith 
should not be a bar to adop¬ 
tion. 

New Jersey courts now for¬ 
bid a "religious test" for 
adoptive parents. And many 


public agencies across the 
U.S. admit that religion is 
only one of several factors for 
cliild placements. 

"Religion isn’t paramount,” 
says Lenore Campbell, direc¬ 
tor of Los Angeles’ Depart¬ 
ment of Adoptions. "Our 
prime concern is the child’s 
welfare. We need families 
with broad backgrounds,” 
Mrs. Campbell says.

New ship proud 
but crew bored 


VANCOUVER (UPI) - The 
spanking new ship sailed 
proudly in on her maiden 
voyage — and stayed and 
stayed. 

She has now been in Van¬ 
couver 14 weeks. And It will 
be another two weeks ibefore 
she finally ups anchor and 
leaves to begin her working 
life. 

The 33,000-ton Taiko Ven¬ 
ture is a victim of the drastic, 
slump in international ship¬ 
ping caused by high oil prices 
and a worldwide economic 
downturn, according to local 
maritime officials. 

However, the long wait is 
nearing an end. 

About Nov. 22, the Taiko 
Venture will leave for Coos 
Bay, Ore. to pick up her first 
cargo of wood chips. Then she 
will go on a regular schedule 
between Japan and Oregon. 

The ship, owned by the Wah 
Kwong Shipping Agency Co. 
Ltd. of Hong Kong, is a highly 
automated bulk carrier built 
specially for cargoes of wood 
ship, used in the production ol 
paper. 

She is under charter to 
Japan K-Line to supply a Jap¬ 
anese paper company under a 
long term contract. 

The ship completed f a r 
ahead of schedule at a Japa¬ 
nese shipyard, arrived empty 
from Japan on Aug. 41. With 
plenty of free time before the 
first wood-chip delivery, the 


layover has been a study in 
boredom for the 33-man crew. 

"We’ve looked around the 
city and been on day trips and 
we’ve seen all there is io 
see." a seaman said. "Wo 
just want to get to w'ork 
again." 

The skipper, Shanghai-born 
Reginald Wong, and his wife 
have taken time .out to fly to 
Texas to see,their daughter, 
Linda, graduate from college. 
They also celebrated their 
30th wedding anniversary at a 
French restaurant in Quebec 
and have been sightseeing in 
the Rockies. 

"It’s tiie longest time I have 
ever stayed in any port," 
Wong sighed. "Even when 
we’re at sea, the ship almost 
runs itself, it’s so compu¬ 
terized. It’s dull. But being in 
port all this time is a hundred 
times worse.”

Low, repeated doses of such 
commonplace pollutants as 
fumes in the air and chemi¬ 
cals in drinking water are in¬ 
creasing risks of cancer, 
heart disease and genetic mu¬ 
tations among Americans, a 
U.S. library of Congress re¬ 
port says.

OTTAWA (UPI) — The 
chairman of a parliamentary 
committee on immigration 
said Saturday immigrants 
have not -caused unemploy¬ 
ment or housing shortages but 
a heavy inflow could com¬ 
pound the problem. 

Martin O’Connell, former 
Liberal cabinet minister who 
spent seven months examin¬ 
ing the government’s green 
paper on immigration, said 
Canada would have unem¬ 
ployment and housing short¬ 
ages just like every other 
country in the world regard¬ 
less of immigration. 

"We would have those dif¬ 
ficulties. just as other coun¬ 
tries have, even without im¬ 
migrants.” O'Connell said in 
a radio interview. 

“In our judgment we could 
not solve urban problems sim¬ 
ply by turning off the im¬ 
migration tap,” he added. 

In a report tabled before 


the Commons Thursday, the 
committee recommended that 
Canada admit a minimum of 
100,000 immigrants each year 
and suggest that, figure be 
tied to the labor force. 

The 24-member panel based 
its report on briefs and per¬ 
sonal appearances by about 
1,800 individuals and groups. 

O’Connell admitted im¬ 
migration has had adverse ef¬ 
fects on unemployment and 
said the recommendation it be 
linked with the labor force 
was intended to make it serve 
the labor needs of Canada. 

"We need immigrants for 
the very purpose of filling 
gaps and labor shortages in 
certain skills In Canada,” he 
said. 

He said Canada's admission 
of about 2.5 million im¬ 
migrants since the end of the 
Second World War has caused 
the labor force to grow faster

The day came last July for 
the people of Italy to register 
their pistols' and rifles and 
turn in any “arms of war'* 
listed in the country’s new 
gun control law. The police 
were not reac^y for what they 
saw. 

Reported for the fir^t time 
were 153,839 handguns, 171,097 
rifles and shotguns, and 
154,821 sabres, daggers, bayo¬ 
nets and scimitars. 

Handed over to authorities 
were 12,487 machine-guns, 
sub-machine-guns, army shot¬ 
guns and pistols, along with 
232,129 cartridges, 18 cannons, 
mortars and grenade 
launchers, and about 500 
pounds of explosives. 

The new law, directed at 
growing political violence and 
armed robberies that jumped 
27.6 per cent in a year, also 
banned the carrying in public 
-of clubs, sticks, bars, chains, 
slings, bolts and “any other 
object that in view of *he cir¬ 
cumstances of time and place 
can clearly foe used to harm 
people.” 

Italy has joined the growing 
club of countries that control 
guns. From Brazil to France 
to the Soviet Union, the trend 
is toward more restrictions on 
who can own firearms and 
hew and when they can be 
used. Some governments say 
the restrictions reduce crime. 

Canada in Solicitor-General 
Warren Allman recently told 
the House of Commons that 
gun control proposals being 
formulated might be made 
pubic by the! end of the year 
and later drafted Into law. 

Calls for tougher pur laws 
in Canada have grown in re¬ 
cent months with the killing 
of four persons in two sepa¬ 
rate high school shootings in 
Ontario. 

In the United States, one of 
the last countries with largely 
unresticted gun ownership, 
control legislajion is being ex¬ 
amined seriously in congres¬ 
sional committees, despite the 
strong gun lobby. 

Belgium also has i strong 
gun lobby, which Is credited 
with blocking government ef¬ 
forts since 1970 to strengthen 
a 1933 gun control law. 

Belgium has included in its 
proposed bill a ban on sights 
and silencers, saying, ‘‘The 
danger of these devices was 
highlighted by many recent 
attacks and namely by that 
against President Kennedy.” 

The thrust of the bill Is 
against the .22-calibre rifle, 
which the government consid¬ 
ers the most deadly weapon 
sold freely in Belgium. 

Several bills to restrict gun 
sales in Brazil are moving 
through the legislative 
process, including one by le¬ 
gislator Edgar Martins to re¬ 
quire a ''psychotechnicar' 
test for a gun permit. 

In Fance, where nearly half 
of all homicides last year in¬ 
volved guns, officials are less 
concerned about legal gun 
sales than they are about gun 
thefts and smugglings. 

“Arms are used either by 
gangsters and other under¬ 
world people who snuggle 
them from neighboring coun¬ 
tries. or by ordinary citizens 
who use their hunting guns in 
crimes of passion. To forbid 
the manufacture and sale of 
arms to prevent crime would 
be as absurd as forbidding the 
making and selling of cars to 
prevent road accidents ” 
Nevertheless, the ministry 
is studying ways to tighten 
existing laws, which generally 
confine gun ownership to po¬ 
lice, private guards and hunt¬ 
ers with a permit. 

Government news reports in 
the Soviet Union, where hand¬ 
guns are rare but hunting 
ugns can be bought with ap¬ 
proval. indicate concern. 

Last year, the Soviet gov-^ 
ernment raised the penalty 
for illegally owning or selling 
any firearm except a smooth¬ 
bore hunting gun to five years 
in rison from two “to increase 
the efficiency of the struggle 
against crimes.” 

Gun control proposals be¬ 
fore the U.S. Congress would 
set stringent registration pro¬ 
cedures, but allow ownership 


for most law-abiding, mental¬ 
ly competent adults. 

In Sweden, permission to 
buy and carry weapons is 
granted only to those who are 
members of shooting and rifle 
clubs, or the Swedish Central 
Federation for Voluntary 
Military Training.

Nanga painting in gallery 


Victoria led Japanese art collecting

Tiie Art Gallery ot Victoria 
in a quiet sort of way, led the 
world a few years ago in the 
collection of Japanese Nanga 
paintings, according to Dr. 
Mori Tohru. 

Mori, the major adviser in 
the purchase of most of the 
Oriental art for the gallery’s 
Fred and Isabel Pollard col¬ 
lection. found several Nanga 
pintings in the colleciionvv hen 
he took on the role of adviser 
about 11 years ago. 

Since then, the trend has 
been toward acquiring more 
of this genre of painting 
which, heretofore, had been 
more or less ignored by gal¬ 
leries around The vv irld. 
Today the paintings are being 
collected by many museums 
and galleries and prices have 
skyrocketed because of the 
demand. 

Nanga or JSouther School 
paintings were the work of 
Chinese gentlemen artists 
who used this medium before 
the 14th century. They were 
much admired by Japknese 
painters in the 18th centuiy. 

The original Nanga works 
were intimately related to po¬ 
et ry and scholarship and be¬ 
longed to a tradition in which 
the expression of personal feel- 
ling 2 nd sensibility transcend¬ 
ed the presentation of natu'-e 
In the 17th century the Chi¬ 
nese painters of the Southern 
School used them as vehicles 
for political ideas. 

Japanese artists became 
aware of Nanga paintings et 


the same time that Western 
realism was having an effect 
on Japanese art. 

The melding of the Chinese 
literary style’ of landscape 
painting with western realism 
resulted in Japanese works in 
the combined manner. 

Victoria’s art gallery now 
has more than 20 of the 
Nanga works, predominantly 
ink. some with subtle touches 
of color. 

At the gallery recently. 
Mori in an interview said Vic¬ 
toria has tiie largest collection 
of Naga in Canada. 

The range of the Pollard 
collection, containing sculp- 
lures, porcelain. ' robes, 
screens, ceramics, carvings, 
apintis and othej: works, is ex¬ 
tensive and broad, lie pointed 
out. 

To continue all aspects of 
the collection would be to > 
costly. 

“Victoria has a good foun¬ 
dation for a topnotch colleci- 
ton of Naga works." he said, 
“and this would he an ex¬ 
cellent direction f >r the gal¬ 
lery collection to take.’ 

He would like to see all 
poeple in the region involved 
in the gallery and its growth. 

”It would be ideal if they alt 
felt it was their gallery." he 
said. 

The involvement of the gal¬ 
lery. through the Pollard col¬ 
lection, in the art of Japan, is 
an important aspect in the 
changing view of Japan’ and 
the Japanese People, Mori 
said. 

“Formerly, Japan was seen 
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Mori at gallery 


Irom Europe, through China. 
But Japan and North America 
face each other.” he said, 
"and when you look to the 
East you see Japan first.” 

In his career as art histor¬ 
ian. Mori has travelled the 
world and always he has 
louml that the difference in 
.Eastern and Western cultures 
have been emphasized. 

“Everybody, talks about 
comparative studies." he 
said. "It would be refreshing 
to see a new- culture which is 
above the differences of the 
two." 

Asked how this could be 
brought about or what form it 
would take, he said this wes 
difficult to envisage but he 
hoped to see a beginning one 
day. 

Mori, who is 72. has held 
many posts in his career, 
mostly in art history, includ- 
ig instructorships at Osaka 
Foreign Language University. 
Kyoto National Museum -and 
the ministry of foreign af¬ 
fairs. 

He is currently professor at 
Osaka Institute of Technology 
and instructor at the 
ministry’s training centre. 

He is also visiting professor 
at Toyo University, a commit¬ 
tee member of the Oriental 
Culture Association and a 
member of the Zen Culture 
Institute. 

When Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau visited Expo 70 it was 
Mori who took him around 
Kyoto and, in keeping with 
Trudeau’s interest in Zen. 
showed him the. centres of 
that aspept ot Japanese life 

Mori's involvement with the 


arts is heightened through his 
wife, famous movie star Mori 
Kikue, star of Rushomon who 
is also an accomplished 
actress of the legitimate stage 
where she has performed not 
only traditional Japanese 
roles but also Shakespearean 
roles. 

Mori was recently fie.’orat¬ 
ed by the Emperor of Japan 
for his contributions to the 
country's culture. 

The Fred and Isabel Pollard 
collection, started in 1961 by 
Mrs. Poll a ixl in memo r v of 
her husband, now numbers 
more than 700 examples of 
Japanese art. In addition 
there are Chinese paintings, 
jades and other works of ail 
as well as European decora¬ 
tive arts and contemporary 
American paintings, prints 
and drawings. 

A selection of its Japanese 
works was shown at the RgyaU 
Ontario Museum in Toronto 
three years ago as part of the 
museum's GOth anniversary. 

The collection has been for¬ 
mally turned over to the-gal¬ 
lery. Last month Mi’s. Pollard 
came from her home in San 
Francisco to present a deed of 
gift under‘which the gallery 
becomes the formal owner. 

In his work on the collec¬ 
tion. Mori has been given 
major assistance by Bunzo 
Nakanishi of Kyoto, one of Ja¬ 
pan’s leading collector-con¬ 
noisseurs. Over the years the 
two men. have made major 
gifts of art to the collection. 
When Mori was here, he 
brought, among other things, 
a 17th century scroll from 
Okinawa as a gift 


The United Way of Greater 
Victoria issued a strong ap¬ 
peal Saturday for donations to 
Us current fund-raising drive 
which, scheduled to close next 
Saturday., is less than half 
way to its 5750.000 objective.

"The next three weeks are 
critical to the success of the 
appeal,” Eric Dowell, cam¬ 
paign chairman, said. 

The postal strike has 
seriously affected*the normal 
flow of campaign contribu¬ 
tions. Dowell added, and a 
shortage of canvassers has 
meant that many areas in¬ 
cluding large parts of Lang¬ 
ford, Cohvood, Metchosin and 
Saanich are not being can¬ 
vassed door-to-door.

While in 1974 more than 
550.000 had been collected by 
Oct. 31 in the residential divi¬ 
sion. returns to that date this 
time amounted to only $26,000. 

"Of grave concern also to 
appeal officials is the status 
of Ihe canvass amongst pro- 
v i n c i a I government em¬ 
ployees," he added. 

These employees are about 
equal in number to federal 
service employees in Greater 
Victoria, yet las» year they 
contributed less than half the 
amount given by their federal 
counterparts. 

Reports indicate that only- 
pledge cards are being dis¬ 
tributed. and it also appears 
that some departments have 
not yet appointed co-ordina¬ 
tors. Dowell said. 

The campaign chairman, 
however, noted “encourag¬ 
ing" early returns from some 
divisions such as the individu¬ 
al gifts division, chaired by 
Gordon Verley. with an oxer- 
all increase of almost 12 per 
cent and more than $80,000 
collected so far. 

The federal services divi¬ 
sion. chaired by Michael

Health at doorstep centre 9 s aim

When Anne Boldt talks 
about the first community 
health centre in Victoria sche¬ 
duled to open next month in 
James Bay, it doesn’t sound 
anything like the new system 
described in provincial con¬ 
sultant Richard Foulkes’ volu¬ 
minous report. 

To Foulkes, a health centre 
means the delivery room for 
a comprehensive health care 
system. 

To Ms. 'Boldt. .iNurse-prqcti- 
tioner for James Bay’s 
centre, it means making three 
or four house calls every 
morning, hoping patients will 
accept that she can handle 
some duties traditionally per¬ 
formed by doctors, visiting a 


school once a week, and con¬ 
ducting blood pressure clinics. 

Ms. Boldt, along with Dr. 
Derek Carroll and recep¬ 
tionist Ethel Chmara, make 
up the health centre’s team. 

They are part of the health 
and social services offered by 
James Boy’s community re¬ 
source board, due to move 
into offices in Ihe new James 
Bay Plaza at Simcoe and 
Menzies Dec. 1. 

Carroll worked until recent¬ 
ly with the United Church in 
the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
73oldt has worked as a nurse- 
practitioner in the Baffin Is¬ 
lands where there is no doc¬ 
tor. and Chmara has also 
worked in the north and has 
public health experience. 

They will dra w their pa¬ 
tients only from the small. 


area of James Bay. Carrol 
isn’t sure how practical the 
geographic restriction .will be 
but for the umc noing he is 
counting on gaining a few ad¬ 
vantages from it. 

■ Because ot the*'smalt area. 
Carrol and Ms. Boldt* will 
each be at lu to visit j’etients 
at their homes without having 
to do a lot »f driving. 

Doctor is in private practice 
usually can't visit patients lie- 
cause they would end up driv¬ 
ing from one side of town to 
the other and hack again, 
Carrol explained, and lie- 
cause most Canadians have 
their own t i*B f is porta tjon it. is 
easier for the patient to come 
to the doctor. 

But the situation is ditferent. 
in James 'Bay, w here a large 
number *'f elderly people Jive 


and many residents lack pri¬ 
vate transportation. 

Seeing patients at home w ill 
help the team bring preven¬ 
tive health care to James 
Bay, too Home visits can 
show' a'doctor aspects of the 
patient's lifestyle, family, and 
habits which affect health’. 

The team hopes to give 
more than usual femphasis to 
prevention, conducting 
screening programs such as 
blood pressure tests for other 
health problems. 

Carrol wants to give his pa¬ 
tients what is called health 
hazard appraisals. He would 
gather, information on a pa¬ 
tient’s physical ' condition, 
medical history, and family's 
medical history to feed into a 
computer. • 

What comes hack is as 


assessment, of the patient’s 
health risks and advice for 
lowering those risks. The a/1- 
x ice may not differ from what 
the doctor has been telling a 
patient, Carroll said, but 
spelling out the risks percent¬ 
age by percentage often 
makes a stronger impression 
on a patient* 

James Bay residents seem 
keen on having preventive 
and education programs, Ms. 
Boklt said, but the- team w ill 
have to work in its new situa¬ 
tion for ,a while before it can 
predict how much time can lie 
devoted to changing health 
habits. 

"We’re not going to revolu¬ 
tionize James Bay." Carroll 
said. "We’re trying 1o set re¬ 
alistic goals." 

The team's hope is to make 


residents more aware of the 
difference between being not 
sick and positively healthy. If 
people know more about stay¬ 
ing healthy and are less de¬ 
pendent on doctors, skyrock¬ 
eting health costs can be held 
down . 

Ideally.' James Bay resi¬ 
dents shoulctff need a health 
centre in file years, Carroll 
added. 

The health team, as part of 
1 h e community resource 
board's responsibilities, is 
supposed to be sensitive to the 
special needs of James Bay 
residents. * 

Carroll would like to see the 
board develop a "block sys¬ 
tem" in Janies Bay, in which 
each block ol residents would 
have one neighbor ns repre¬ 
sentative on the board.

NEW YORK (AP) - REA 
Express, Inc., the largest sur¬ 
face freight carrier in the 
United States, has been 
judged bankrupt and will go 
out of business in a week to 10 
days with a loss of about 8,000 
jobs, a company spokesman 
said Friday. 

Judge John»Galgay of the 
federal bankruptcy court 
made the decision Thursday 
and the business will be liqui¬ 
dated. 

“We will deliver all the 
freight that is in the system 
at this time,” said Stephen 
Finkel. an REA spokesman. 
“And then they will sell 
everything.” 

REA Repress also operates 
terminals in Canada and 
Puerto Rico. 

In Toronto, Michael 
Laurence, president of REA 
Express Canada Ltd., said the 
bankruptcy action will result 
in the temporary lay-off of 
about 150 of 175 Canadian em¬ 
ployees. But the Canadian 
company is financially sol¬ 
vent. he said. 

Lawrence said REA 
Express Canada Ltd. is 51 per 
cent Canadian-owned and 
acted only as an agent for the 
U.S. company. 

“The bankruptcy action 
came as a total surprise, to 
us.” Laurence said. “We 
didn’t think t|iey would go 
under. All Canadian offices 
will be staffed by a few em¬ 
ployees until all necessary 
shipping arrangements are 
made.” 

Laurence said the layoffs 
are temporary because REA 
has no place to ship, to in the 
U.S. He said workers would 
l>e called back as soon as new 
shipping destinations were 
found.

Alter talking about it fbr 
quite a while, The Chicago 
Mercantile Exchange (CME) 
and the International Mone¬ 
tary Market (EMM) finally 
got around to officially merg¬ 
ing this past week. CME 
members voted 343 to 23 in 
favor while the IMM vote sup¬ 
ported the measure by 396-57. 

The merger’s effective date 
is dependent on decisions by 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission, a joint 
announcement by the ex¬ 
changes said. 

Under terms of the plan the 
CME will be the surviving in¬ 
stitution. There will be two 
subdivisions — one the IMM, 
the other a new grouping 
called the “non-livestock mar¬ 
ket” (NLM). 

CME members will be able 
to trade in live and feeder 
cattle futures, live hog fu¬ 
tures, pork belly futures, and 
all contracts on the IMM and

Governor Hugh Carey, 
three New York congressmen 
and a representative of pri¬ 
vate industry made a whirl¬ 
wind visit to Los Angeles and 
San Francisco to build public 
opinion for legislation^ designed 
to underwrite New York 
bonds. 

More specifically. Carey 
said, he hopes Californians 
will help persuade Congress 
and Ford to act favorably be¬ 
fore Dec. 1, when the nation’s 
largest city almost certainly 
will go into bakruptcy unless 
the federal government steps 
in. 

At a Los Angeles city hall 
conference with Mayor Tom 
Bradley and at a San Francis¬ 
co Press Club meeting, Carey 
emphasized, “We aren’t ask¬ 
ing for a bail-out, we’re ask¬ 
ing for bond guarantees to 
permit us to regain access to 
the capital market.” 

New York City has been un¬ 
able to sell any bonds since 
last April, the governor said, 
and has been able to stay 
afloat until now by scraping 
up every available source of 
money — mostly employee 
pension funds — to meet the 
most urgent bills. 

But there are no more re¬ 
sources, Carey said. 

If bankruptcy occurs, then 
“when you add up the bill to 
the federal treasury, in one 
way or another, it registers 
several billions,” the gover¬ 
nor said. v 

Steps taken 

To those who blame mis¬ 
management for New York 
City’s woes and who contend 
the city and state have* failed 
to demonstrate that federal 
assistance would not have to 
be repealed In some future 
crisis, Cartel ticked off a list 
of belt-tightening steps ’ al¬ 
ready taken: 

An across-the-board wage 
freeze: 31,000 city workers 
laid off since January; eight 
fire stations, seven schools 
and a city hospital closed: 
real estate taxes raised 10 per 
cent last year: enactment of 
laws requiring a balanced city 
budget by June, 1978, a ceil¬ 
ing on budget growth and a 
management advisory board 
reviewing city pension plans. 

Carey explained that bank¬ 
ruptcy Would trigger a 1 per 
cent drop in the gross na¬ 
tional product, estimated to 
equal a $14 billion drop in 
business activity; would cost 
the federal treasury $3.5 bil¬ 
lion in tax revenues: would- 
mean the loss of more than 
500,000 jobs nationwide with 
attendant increased costs of 
unemployment benefits, not 
counting federal funds that 
might be needed to keep es¬ 
sential services going in New 
York City.

Besides the equivalent of 
$2.4 million in aid from the 
British government arranged 
for by Industry Minister Tony 
Benn. a believer in workers’ 
control, it had $400,000 from 
its own work force and later 


got more than $ 200,000 in 
investments from millionaire 
Robert Maxwell. 

But the paper plunged from 
crisis to crisis. It’s daily cir¬ 
culation plunged from an ini¬ 
tial 325,000, reflecting much 
Scottish goodwill, to a lew of 
100,000. 

Last week, with circulation 
averaging 160,000, the news¬ 
paper was losing about $40,000 
a week. 

• T pb prospects for the work 
force are unexciting in Bri¬ 
tain's flagging newspaper in¬ 
dustry. 

Some, however, are deter¬ 
mined to fight on. journalists 
and printers occupied the 
newspaper building on Glas¬ 
gow's Albion St., vowing not 
to allow it to be used for any 
other purpose. 

They made a dramatic ap¬ 
peal to Scotsmen and Scots¬ 
women all over the world to 
contribute to save the paper. 


But with at least $500,000 
needed to meet immediate 
costs, prospects of reviving 
the paper seem slim. 

One of Britain’s two other

While prospecting around the present 
site of Kimberley in 1892, Pat Sullivan 
and his three partners discovered rich out¬ 
croppings of lead-silver ore. They sensed 
the value of their claims, but lacked the 
money to develop a mine. Hoping to raise 
cash for this purpose, Pat Sullivan took work 
in an Idaho mine...but tragically, he was 
killed in an accident a short while later. 

The surviving partners worked their claims 
fa a few years, then sold out in 1896 fa 
$24,000 (quite a large sum in those days), 
sending a quarter of this amount to Sullivan's 
family in Ireland* 

For many years, the mine was a failure. 
Then, in 1910, Cominco obtained the mine 
...and 10 years later solved the metallurgical 


mystery of how to successfully treat the ore. 
After this, the Sullivan Mine became one 
of the great factas in the economic develop¬ 
ment of B.C., and is still one of our maja 
producing mines. And, like most of our great 
mining endeavas, it only happened 
because of the efforts and determination of 
a special breed of individual. Despite recent 
legislation which places unfair restrictions on 
the Industry, mining can still boast individuals 
of this type. Their efforts, like those of 
Pat Sullivan, have helped to make mining 
our second industry, worth almost a billion 
dollars annually to the B.C. economy. 

•A footnote to history- In the 1940's, Cominco located 
Waller Burchett, the last surviving partner, and made hm 
an honorary mining engineer with a salary tot life.

“Ri¬ 
viera” is a fringe benefit and 
your fellow tourists will de¬ 
nounce any sign of disinterest 
in climbing up and climbing 
down in the area of history — 
despite middle-of-the-day heat 
that is well over 100 degrees. 

If history is your bag. how¬ 
ever, get yourself aboard one 
of the river boats — with 
guide, a Cook’s man being 
one of the best. The boat will 
take you to the west side of 
the river. You will see all 
ages of Arabs skinny-dipping 
in the river and you will see 
the big excursion boats. 

Landing on the west side 
you will notice that the traffic 
is almost 100 per cent donkey, 
save one taxi, incredibly, in 
front of a mud hut on a hill¬ 
side.

The Provincial Museum of 
Alberta in Edmonton will 
stage the first major exhibi¬ 
tion devoted entirely to the In¬ 
dians of northwestern Canada 
from October 10 to January 4, 
1976. 

Called “The Athapaskans: 
Strangers of the North,” it 
will include more than 300 
items of native manufacture, 
taken from prehistoric to con¬ 
temporary times, as well as 
trade items important in the 
19th and 20th centuries. 

The objects represent the 
best material from the two 
foremost collections in this 
field, those of the Royal Scot¬ 
tish Museum, and the Na¬ 
tional Museum of Man, Otta¬ 
wa. 

The exhibition is the Mu¬ 
seum s first, major presenta¬ 
tion of Athapaskan ethnology, 
one that represents a depar¬ 
ture from recent trends in that 
it is not an art show, but a 
cultural one that offers a 
glimpse of a complete way of 
life and its evolution over the 
centuries. 

Because it depicts one of 
the least known of the native 
peoples, it will lx* of particu¬ 
lar interest to North Ameri¬ 
cans. 

The traditional Indian lifes¬ 
tyle Is placed in its historical 
context by including sections 
of the prehistoric background, 
reconstructed on the basis of 
archaeological material: the 
changes brought about during 
the first period of contact 
with white people: und the ef¬ 
fect of the modem world on 
present-day Indian culture.

In 1875, Fort Calgary in Al¬ 
berta, took its place in history 
as a North West Mounted ^Po¬ 
lice post at the junction of the 
Bow and Elbow rivers 
This year, almost half a 
million Calgarians are putting 
the finishing touches on their 
year-long centennial by res¬ 
toring the original site. 

The remains of the fort 
stockade posts will be ex-, 
cavated and a unique in¬ 
terpretive centre built over 
the original fort. 

The entire area will be res¬ 
tored, with native grass, 
trees, flowers and bushes 
planted to provide a pocket of 
prairie at the. very heart of 
modem, sprawling Calgary. 

The core .of the project, of 
course, will be the bi-level in¬ 
terpretive centre, with an ex¬ 
tensive audio-visual exhibit. 

Calgary’s colorful past will 
be graphically displayed. 

Beginning with the North 
West Mounted Police march 
west, the saga of the Indian 
treaties, great leaders like 
Crowfoot, replicas of the orig¬ 
inal quarter-m aster’s store, 
ihe guard house, officers’ and 
' enlisted men’s quarters, the 
advent of the railroad, the 
Fort Calgary of 1875 will 
spring to vivid life in the mod¬ 
ern Calgary of highrises and 
expressways. 

The final display, a contem¬ 
porary exhibit including photo 
panels, an audio-visual pre¬ 
sentation, documents and his¬ 
torical objects will illustrate 
the city’s growth from the 
original 12-acrc site to the 
100,180 acres Calgary covers 
today. 

An activity square, de¬ 
signed to accommodate band 
concerts and outdoor public 
activities, will be surrounded 
on three sides by the interpre¬ 
tive centre. 

The entire site will be trans¬ 
formed into a prairie park for 
the use of present and future 
citizens wo come to view the 
city’s proud past. 

The project, is scheduled for 
completion during the sum¬ 
mer of 1976.

As a starter, tell your agent 
you want to spend a day and 
a night at Harbour Island, an 
easy 25-minute hop by Baha- 
masair from Nassau, just off 
the northern tip of Eleuthera. 
There are a half dozen small 
resort inns to choose from, 
each of them toasting friend¬ 
ly hosts, comfortable accom¬ 
modation and safe bathing on 
clean, pink coral sand 
beaches. 

Then, close by and beach- 
able by air or boat is the very 
old and tidy village of Spanish 
Wells, its history going back 
to the days when piracy and 
highjacking were reasonably 
respectable professions. 

Wander through its quiet 
streets and spend a night at 
one of its small resort hotels, 
most of which offer the finest 
snorkelling and scuba diving 
to be found anywhere in the 
South Atlantic. 

Now, just to be different, 
hire a car or taxi and drive 
down the length of crescent¬ 
shaped Eleuthera Island to 
the main town of Governor’s 
Harbour. This is an easy vil¬ 
lage to walk through. No one 
hurries. Everyone smiles. It, 
too, is dotted with still more 
small resorts and hotels. You 
will hear little more than an 
occasional barking dog, bapjiy 
children at play, maybe a car 
or two, and the breeze sifting 
through the large casuarinas. 

For the more adventurous 
souls you have the eastern 
side of the island, weather¬ 
beaten and fully exposed to 
the changing moods of the At¬ 
lantic Ocean itself. On the 
western or leeward side of the 
island, miles after miles of 
sheltered waters ( blue as pale 
ink and warm as your Canadi¬ 
an bathtub. A half hour’s 
walk in almost anv direction 
from Governor’s Harbour will 
find you a secluded picnic 
spot so quiet you will feel you 
should speak in a whisper.

Keep eye on thrifty French 


By HAROLD McCONNELL 

LABASA. Fiji (CNS) - This 
city of about 6,000 on Fiji's 
second biggest island of 
Vanua Levu isn’t on any 
tourist map yet, but perhaps 
itLwill be one day if’Sam Ja- 
cWram has anything to do 
with it, 

Jaduram is the oldest of six 
Indian brothers and has five 
sisters. He’s general manager 
ci a family company and its 
members operate a phar¬ 
macy, a hotel, a theatre, a 
furniture factory and real es¬ 
tate. 

His father and two grand¬ 
fathers came to Fiji about the 
time of the Second World 
War. He was bom in Labasa. 
His brother Paul is manager 
of Hotel Takia. and his 
brother Mike is mayor, The 
family has worked hard and 
prospered. 

Visitors to Labasa now 
come mostly for business or 
government reasons. This is 
the government administra¬ 
tive centre fcr the island, 
which has a population of 
about 160,000. 

Fiji’s largest timber mill is 
here, operated by an Austra¬ 
lian firm, Fiji Forest Indus¬ 
tries, and there is a big sugar 
mill. Most of the timber is 
grown 60 miles from here. 
Nearby there are sugarcane 
and rice fields and coconut 
plantations. 

The city serves an area 
with a population of about 
60,000. 

What does Labasa offer the 
visitor? 

••Tourism is just getting 
started here and the island is 
not spoiled," Jaduram said in 
an Interview at Hotel Takia. 

"Everyone knows everyone 
else.’’ And. he adds, a visitor 
has no fear of being cheated.

Wildlife 

plentiful 


Visitors to Wood Buffalo 
National Park in the 
Northwest Territories are 
almost guaranteed they’ll see 
a buffalo or two on their way- 
through, and with a itte uck 
they might aso see a ot more 
of the area willdlife. 

One visitor to the park ear¬ 
lier this year said she’d seen 
not one but seven buuffalo 
along the road, had sighted 
one very large black bear, 
and a number of bird species. 

Another visitor topped this 
by claiming he had seen no 
fewer than 20 magnificent 
buffalo, as well as four spe¬ 
cies of mammals. 

Wood Buffalo National Park 
straddles the Alberta- 
Northwest Territories border 
and covers a wilderness area 
of 17,300 square miles. 

It was established in 1922 to 
protect the only remaining 
herd of wood bison. Today it 
supports between 10,000 and 
12,000 of these huge animals. 

Some 46 species of mam¬ 
mals, and more than 200 spe¬ 
cies and sub-species of birds 
have been reported in the 
Park. 

The northernmost colony of 
pelicans in North America re¬ 
side in the Park' and the area 
is also the nesting ground for 
the nearly extinct whooping 
crane. 


Labasa is a little island called 
Nukubati. which is reached 
after a 20-mile drive from 
here and a half-hour boat trip. 
The tour costs 512 (Canadian 
currency) including lunch at a 
bure, and you can go swim¬ 
ming, snorkeling and coral 
viewing — or just lie on the 
beach. 

At a lake near here there’s 

a floating island about 20 feet 
in diameter which moves 
around and occasionally 
comes in close to shore. And 
on the Dreketi River there’s a 
waterfall about 30 miles from 
here. 

Jaduram says visitors also 
can take a tour of a sugar 
mill, a plywood mill and the 
timber factory; visit a Fijian 
village, farms and hot 
springs, and shop in duty-free 
stores. 

Hotel Takia’s rates are rela¬ 
tively low in comparison with 
those in other Fijian cities 
(single, $13, and double, 
$18.50). It has 24 rooms, three 
bars and a restaurant over¬ 
looking a swimming pool. The 
hotel is on the main street. 

People are up and about 
early on the streets here. At 
the nearby market on a Satur¬ 
day morning farmers were 
putting their products on dis¬ 
play by 6 a.m., and a Chinese 
grocery was open for business 
by 7. 

It was raining on this Satur¬ 
day morning and nearly ev¬ 
eryone was carrying an um¬ 
brella. 

It \^as raining so hard, in 
fact, that the plane on which 
we w-ere to depart had to fore¬ 
go landing at Savusavu. a 
tourist resort on the southern 
coast of the island, en route 
from Suva, Fiji's capital, to 
Labasa. And it had to circle 
the airport an hour at Labasa 
before landing. 

But during that time we 
were able to meet Taraivini 
Maitoga, a Fijian girl, and 
wish her happy returns on her 
16th birthday. Taraivini was 
operating the coffee and 
candy bar at the airport. She 
hopes one day to become an 
exchange student in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

This tall, soft-spoken girl 
will greet you with a smile 
and a shy warmth if you visit 
Labasa.

AVIGNON, France (CSM) 
— "Have you figured out how 
to stretch your dollars?” 
asked another North Ameri¬ 
can as we boarded a train 
here. 

I replied that we, and not 
our dollars, had become elas¬ 
tic. French travellers, I ex¬ 
plained, want comfort at mod¬ 
erate prices, so the North 
American traveller who needs 
to watch his budget really 
only needs to watch the 
thrifty French. And here, I 
added, we had gotten more 
than our money’s worth. 

After all. Avignon is one of 
history’s gold mines. It is a 
door to the rich region known 
as Provence, once a kingdom 
with ies own language, and 
with historic towns like 
Orange, Arles, tfimes, and 
Aix. What is more, the food is 
sumptuous. 

Avignon is an especially 
good stopover point for 
Eurailpass holders traveling 
between Paris and Geneva, or 
to such varied destinations as 
Italy, the French Riviera, 
and Spain. 

We arrived in Avignon on a 
Sunday and found that the 
Bristol-Terminus hotel, which 
had been highly recommend¬ 
ed. was full. 

The polite desk clerk rec¬ 
ommended the less expensive 
Midi, just down the street, 
and on the way we found the 
even less expensive Central, 
with charming rooms individ- 
zually decorated for about $17 
double occupancy without 
bath. From the top-level Hotel 
Europe down a long list of ac¬ 
commodations we could have 
paid more or less. 

At the Central, we were 10 
minutes by foot from the Pal¬ 
ace of the Popes, that amaz¬ 
ing reminder of feudal France 
and of |»ortentous church 
schisms. 


Next to the palace we found 
the Auberge de France, a 
small hotel with a superb res¬ 
taurant. It had been highly 
recommended in "Hand-Me- 
Down,” Louisa A. Bates’s 
highly reliable travel guide 
and was so popular we; had to 
make a dinner reservation 
hours ahead. 

French cuisine, to our taste, 
generally has a reputation 
that exceeds its quality. But 
now and then a place like the 
Auberge de France justifies 
all enthusiasm. Everything 
was cooked to order. The ser¬ 
vice was perfect. And the 
price for a fine dinner? About 
$5 each.

Lost hikers, ferry strikes, 
bush fires, floods, tidal waves 
earthquakes radiological ac¬ 
cidents oil spills, air crashes, 
war and the Strawberry Fes¬ 
tival are among the real and 
hypothetical worries of Saan¬ 
ich Emergency Program vol¬ 
unteers. 

The program, part of a pro¬ 
vince-wide scheme, is an off¬ 
spring of civfl defence groups 
organized during the war 
years, but it has changed its 
emphasis from protection 
against “enemy attack, sabo¬ 
tage, other hostile action or 
disaster,” to coping with natu¬ 
ral disasters. 

Saanich has the largest 
group of volunteers in Greater 
Victoria, and their numbers 
dimb as the training program 
expands. They are ready to 
help the professionals — po¬ 
lice, firefighters, and munici¬ 
pal engineers — with anything 
from directing traffic at the 
Straw-berry Festival to saving 
lives in a major disaster. 

The most active volunteers 


form a core group of about 
225, including teams of re¬ 
serve police, auxiliary fire¬ 
fighters, search and rescuers, 
radio communicators and 
welfare caterers. Besides 
these, about 300 people have 
been trained and registered in 
the program. 

Volunteers don’t just take a 
few courses and then wait for 
a disaster to strike. 

Every two weeks, volun¬ 
teers from some section of the 
program are busy in or 
round Saanich police station 
with either basic training or 
refresher courses. 

Almost every night, some of 
the 30 or so members of the 
reserve police force are tak¬ 
ing their training in patrol 
cars ajongside regular police. 

The search and rescue unit 
occasionally treks into the 
bush to look for a doll, about 
the size of a three-year-old 
child wearing brown trousers 
and a f o r e s t green sweater. 
Twice they have been called 
to help search for real people. 

Members of the com¬ 
munication group, as part of 
their year-round training, are 


sent out with portable radios 
and told to set up a com¬ 
munications network from a 
certain location. 

Although volunteers belong 
to specialized units, some 
members take training in 
more than one group and 
some groups overlap. As pro¬ 
gram officer Jack Bush put 
it: “A volunteer isn’t a spe¬ 
cialist; you help out where 
you can.” 

Bush, under co-ordinator A. 
E. Neison, heads the Saanich 
emergency program office 
ami has watched it grow for 
the last three years. 

All kinds of people, from 
students to retirees, sign up 
for the fall and spring train¬ 
ing sessions. Minimum age is 
18. 

At a typical auxiliary fire¬ 
fighters’ class, women tote 
ladders and hoses along with 
men. Assistant fire chief Bob 
Mortimer trains 50 to 60 of 
these volunteers a year. Se¬ 
veral of them have gone on 
to become full-fledged fire¬ 
men with departments all 
over the region. 

The search and rescue unit, 


probably the largest, is 
trained by another assistant 
fire cheif, Bob Slater. His be¬ 
ginners learn search patterns 
to use in the bush, map plea¬ 
ting, basic first aid, how to 
use a truck full of equipment 
from ropes and rubber rafts 
to special saws and pulleys, 
and simple rapelling.' 

These volunteers are often 
people who do- a Jot of hiking 
themselves and are aware of 
the importance of well-trained 
and organized search parties. 
Slater said. 

They can go on to advanced 
training, for instance in 
marine rescue. 

Slater hopes to develop a 
"heavy rescue” group, trained 
in shoring up collapsed build¬ 
ings, rescuing victims of min¬ 
ing accidents, and handling 
other particularly tough situa¬ 
tions. He is also thinking 
about including some training 
with the Pacific Rescue 
Centre helicopter. 

Should a major disaster 
strike Saanich. Ken Chat- 
field’s trainees are ready to 
set up radio communications.

Most of the volunteers were 
radio hobbyists before they 
entered the emergency pro¬ 
gram, Chatfield said, but 
their training involves more 
than learning to twiddle radio 
dials. 

In the basement of Saanich 
police station in a room ready 
to be cqnverted to an emer¬ 
gency headquarters, the vol¬ 
unteers learn to operate five 
different kinds of radio sys¬ 
tems. 

Perhaps the most important I 
lessons are in standard proce¬ 
dures for seemingly simple 
tasks such as message writing 
and handling, which suddenly 
became critical in the confu¬ 
sion of a crisis. 

The group is also prepared 
to set up a mobile head¬ 
quarters if the police staion is 
destroyed. 

Saanich's emergency volun¬ 
teers can be called out to help 
other volunteer groups any- | 


where in the Vancouver Is¬ 
land zone, which includes the 
entire island and a portion of 
the mainland. In recent years 
they have been called to 
Sooke to search for lost per¬ 
sons, and the welfare catering 
group fed hundreds of strand¬ 
ed travellers, including babies 
and pets, during the B.C. Fer¬ 
ries strike.

There are scores of places 
to spin cast from a boat. 

Close to Victoria right now 
chinook fishing by spin cast¬ 
ing has been hot around the 
L>g booms at Bee her Bay and 
along the kelp beds at Pedder 
Bay. We Like to fish them 
that way in Finlayson Arm, 
around Coldstream Island 
and in Misery Bay. Tbd Inlet 
and along the wall out to 
Willis Point are other good 
places in Brentwood and the 
Mill Bay marker is another 
spot. 

Along the Skinner bluffs in 
Cowichan Bay and at Bold 
Bluff in Sansum Narrows are 
other popular places. 

In mid-island waters 
Northwest Bay is a hot spot 
for drift fishing and up Camp¬ 
bell River way you can drift 
fish anywhere along the 
j shoreline from the forestry 
I station, through the Argonaut 
wharf to Duncan Bay. We 
have had excellent success 
along the sandbar out from 
the breakwater vessels in 
Kelsey Bay. 

Buzz Bombing was bom in 
Comox a decade ago when 
Rex Field developed the Buzz 
Bomb lure and proved that it 
was a real fish getter by cast¬ 
ing from the wharves at 
Comox during the winter 
months. 

Since then a number of 
casting lures for salmon 
have become popular. 

The quarry is those four to 
15-pound (occasionally big¬ 
ger) chinooks that feed in the 
sheltered waters during the 
winter months. They are dif¬ 
ferent to the chinooks that are 
taken earlier in the season on 
their way to the rivers to 
spawn. 

These winter fish are still 
growing and they are hungry. 

The favorite lures to cast 
are the J3uzz Bombs devel¬ 
oped by Rex Fields; The 
Deadly Dicks developed by 
Tats Gatley which were first 
used mainly for trout but are 
just as productive for salmon 
when the bigger sizes are 
used; The Gravediggers. 
Humming Fish and Flutter^ 
fish produced by Neil Otter; 
Krocodile spoons, and the 
foreign Stingsildas. 

The method to fish them is 
pretty well the same for all 
lures ... cast them out. let 
them sink and retrieve them 
with short hauls in jigging 
motions. 

"Always remember Pull, 
don’t jerk.” emphasizes Rex 
Field in his Buzz Bomb in¬ 
structions. 

These lures are primarily

spinning lures and he advises 
a good stiff, seven foot rod 
and a large spinning reel, 
with 15 to 20-pound-test pre¬ 
stretched nylon monofila¬ 
ment line, so you can readily 
set the hook. 

No weights are needed with 
these lures. 

To take surface feeding 
fish, including coho, chum, 
pink and chinook salmon in 
late season.ca st the lures in 
the midst of the jumpers and 
rollers and retrieve through 
them close to the surface. 

You simply retrieve your 
line a few feet. Jet it sink, 
then retrieve again with a 
pulling action. 

For mooching with these 
weighted lures, such as they 
are now doing for chinooks at 
Pedder Buy and Becher Bay, 
fish anywhere from 25 feet 
from the surface to three feet 
from the bottom and use one 
or two six-foot retrieve 
strokes, followed by several 
short six or 10-inch soft 
strokes. 

Feed indications will deter¬ 
mine where to mooch, jig, 
buzz bomb, whatever you 
care to call it. 

If feed is present fish just 
under it. Lift your rod enough 
so when you drop it, it lets the 
lure spin downwards under 
full slack line. More lift than 
is necessary is not desireable. 

Do not jerk up fast on the 
rod. If anything jerk it down 
to give the lure instant full 
slack line. Lift up easy on the 
rod, and if you feel the least 
tick—hit hard. 

One advantage to this kind 
of fishing is that you can fish 
the exact depth and spot you 
want. 

If you know where the fish 
lay you can literally put your 
lure in front of their noses. 

This is particularly produc¬

tive when fishing dropoff or 
shelf. 

When no bait is showing, 
fish for chinooks right on the 
bottom at depths from 30 to 80 
feet. 

Field notes that most lures 
attract fish only if the fish hap¬ 
pens to see them. But the 
Buzz Bombs attract fish, not 
only by sight, but also by 
sound. So, he adds, it is rea¬ 
sonable to expect the Buzz 
Bomb to attract twice as many 
fish. 

He says that in late season 
a charcoal-colored lure is 
almost a must. Fish from 
dawn until 10:30 a.m. and 
from 3:30 p.m. until dark—all 
day if it is blowing. He adds: 
‘Keep the sun at your back. A 
quiet or stopped motor helps 
—they are spooky.” 

Ray Goulet, the undisputed 
Buzz Bomb camp of Pedder 
Bay uses the Polar-White 
four-inch wide model Buzz 
Bomb for salmon, and the 
five-inch Polar-White for big 
ling cpd, red snapper and hal¬ 
ibut. He should know. In 1972 
he took 1,087 pounds of salm¬ 
on, 106 pounds of halibut, and 
494 pounds of cod from Ped¬ 
der Bay waters on Buzz 
Bombs. 

Fishing Finlayson At m in 
December Gordon Lamont 
four-inch fluorescent yellow 
and three-inch pink lures pro¬ 
duced limits for us. 

Our technique, which devel¬ 
oped as we fished, was to cast 


up-wind as far as we could, 
then let the line run out a lit¬ 
tle more, and let it sink. 

Then we would work the 
lure by pulling the rod tip up, 
sometimes slowly and some¬ 
times quickly, but always we 
let the rod tip drop back 
quickly. 

The boat drifted with the 
wind as we fished. , 

It is the dropping-back ac¬ 
tion, when the lure flops 
downwards quickly in a very 
erratic action, that seems to 
attract the salmon. 

We could feel the salmon 
touch the line and lure in Fin¬ 
layson Arm, even though it Is 
deep water. We knew the fish 
were interested before we 
hooked them, because we 
could feel way down there. 

Then they would snap at it 
and we would have some ac¬ 
tion. 

They just took off like a 
rocket when they felt the hook 
and there seemed to be no 
stopping them on the 15- 
pound-test line we used. The 
reels kept screaming until we 
finally saw them surface 
some distance from the boat. 

On that light spin casting 
tackle each fish (eight of 
them from eight to 15 pounds) 
it was a fight all the way . . . 
on the surface, sounding for 
bottom, up again, and leaping 
out of the water ... that is 
the way it is on light tackle 
with nothing to hold them 
back.

SAN FRANCISCO — Steve 
Maslach, who heads a small 
glassworks studio across the 
Golden Ga,te Bridge in Marin 
County, is part of an incred¬ 
ible flourishing of handblown 
glassmaking studios across 
the U.S. 

He is but one of hundreds of 
young people who, in the past 
dozen years, have decided to 
devote their lives to the de¬ 
signing and blowing of glass 
as it was done in Renaissance 
times. 

It is a hard life they have 
elected for themselves, full of 
seven-day weeks and 16-hour 
days. Yet most of them, like 
Steve Maslach, find it satisfy¬ 
ing and fulfilling beyond mea¬ 
sure. 

Both Steve and his brother 
James, w’ho is now helping 
him in the business, are grad¬ 
uates of Harvard University. 
Their father, George Maslach, 
is provost at the University of 
California in Berkeley. 

The family has a multitude 
of scholarly and intellectual 
interests, yet they are as one 
in their support of the ancient 
craft that is of such consume- 
ing interest to the sons. 

For a time, Steve studied at 
the College of Arts and Crafts 
in Oakland, California, and 
was inspired by Marvin Ll- 
pofsky, one of the more influ¬ 
ential teachers of the art of 
glassmaking. 

In 1970, he left school, 
bought a pickup truck and

started driving across the 
country, visiting every glass- 
blower he could lind along the 
way. For months he travelled, 
took pictures, talked, learned, 
visited schools. In Appalachia 
lie bought the wild cherry 
wood from which he would 
fashion his tools. 

He returned to San Francis¬ 
co steeped in glassmaking 
lore and began to set up shop. 
Operating with little capital 
it took him a year and a half 
to build his own equipment 
and make his own tools. 

“By now,” he said on our 
recent visit, “I've built 20 fur¬ 
naces, including some colos¬ 
sal failures. But I had to learn 
furnace design, how to weld, 
and run a cement mixer. I 
learned combustion techno¬ 
logy and glass chemistry. Ac¬ 
tually I read enough books on 
glassmaking to fill a library.” 

His aim for his small limit¬ 
ed operation was to make spe¬ 
cial art glass (signed pieces), 
including goblets, vases, pa¬ 
perweights, and planters as 


well as some one-of-a-kind 
pieces. 

To make a living out of his 
Kentfield Studio he had to 
produce glass that w-as func¬ 
tional. Yet to make it unusual 
and beautiful, he had devel¬ 
oped his own, opaque - marb- 
leized and stripe effects. 
Today, seven young artisans 
are employed by Maslach Art 
Glass, and their production 
goes to exclusive specialty 
shops and to art and craft gal¬ 
leries. This fall Blooming- 
dale's in New York placed its 
first order for Maslach glass. 

To fill their orders, the 
glassblowers collaborate as a 
team, working together on 
each handblown piece in a 
kind of ballet of skilled move¬ 
ments. For each, the feel of a 
blob of molten glass glistening 
on the end of a rod, waiting to 
be blown, shaped and cut, 
is high adventure. 

The biggest problem has 
been to stay afloat, to meet 
debts, and to find time for 
further experimentation. 


"Glafcs is pristine and magi¬ 
cal to me,” says the young 
master. "Yet to maintain 
quality, it is demanding of the 
most terrific personal input.” 

Because prices of natural 
gas and raw materials have 
doubled since 1973, his present 
predictions for the future are 
gloomy. He feels that within 
10 years of rising costs could 
kill off this grassroots artisan 
movement that is currently 
producing so many innovative 
designs.

Argentina 
lUPI) — A columnist from the 
newspaper La Opinion said 
Saturday his life was threat¬ 
ened by right-wing Peronists 
following president Isabel 
Peron’s denunciation of “jour¬ 
nalistic terrorism.” 

La Opinion has pn Wished 
scathing articles on Mrs. 
Peron’s government and one 
of its reporters was assassi¬ 
nated last May. 

Heriberto Kahn said in his 
column Saturday that the 
fight-wing Peronist Magazine 
El Caudillo has published an 
article calling Kahn an “ink- 
sucker” and saying he could 
end up full of lead. 

Earlier last week, Kahn 
wrote a front-page colui'-m on 
tiie increasing pressures of 
Mrs. Peron to resign. Kahn 
had also written in July on a 
military investigation of the 
death squads of the right-wing 
Argentine anti-communist al¬ 
liance. 

Mrs. Peron said earlier this 
week that Argentina “suffers 
an internal and external 
aggression from journalistic 
terrorism and defamatory 
rumors.”

Murray McLauchlin’s goal 
in life is not to have a goal In 
life. 

In a telephone interview 
from Toronto earlier in the 
week, McLauchlan reflected 
back to his formative years 
and suggested that from 1961 
to 1971, he was subjected to a 
feeling of brotherhood back in 
Toronto. 

The Scottish-born, Canadian 
folk singer will be appearing 
in Victoria a week today at 
the McPherson Playhouse 
with Dan Hill, another Cana¬ 
dian. 

McLauchlan wanted to be 
an artist and attended art 
school at Central Tech in 
downtown Toronto. His draw¬ 
ing teacher, Bob Ross, was a 
big influence. 

“He taught me that there 
are two kinds of people,” 
McLauchlan recalled, “the 
talkers ahd the doers.” 

When art didn’t work out, 
McLauchlan took to singing 
and the road. It was there he 
learned a great deal of his 
philosophy of life. 

It was there that he learn¬ 
ed not to be so nationalistic. 

“I feel about being a Cana¬ 
dian the same way I feel 
about being a man,” he said. 

He described his kind of 
an Radio-Television Commis¬ 
sion’s Canadian-content ruling 
and called it a good thing for 
people like himself, struggling 
to gain recognition. That was 
about as Canadian as he was 
about to get. 

He desoriaed his kind of 
music as somewhere between 
minstrel and pop and, if there 
was a message in his songs, it 
was to be a little kinder to 
yourself and others. 


When not travelling and 
working, McLauchlan likes to 
write or do anything other 
than sing. 

One of the foilbles of this so¬ 
ciety, he said, was to be too 
goal oriented. 

“When there’s a goal, some¬ 
body’s got to win and some- 
bodys got to lose, he ex¬ 
plained. 

His concert, scheduled to 
start at 8 p.m., will not be his 
first in Victoria. He played 
before an enthusiastic au¬ 
dience almost two years ago 
at the University of Victoria.

Bengalis 
jubilant 
at latest 
shakeup 


DACCA (UPI) — Thousands 
of jubilant Bengalis joined po¬ 
lice and troops in a wild gun- 
firing spree Saturday to cele¬ 
brate the return to power of 
the country’s favorite military 
officer, Maj.-Gen. Ziaur Rah¬ 
man. 

The actual ruler of Bang¬ 
ladesh since a power struggle 
within the military began last 
Monday remained unclear. 

In what one Western ob- 
server termed "gleeful 
chaos," almost the entire pop¬ 
ulation of Dacca turned out 
shortly after midnight to cele¬ 
brate Rahman's return to 
power. They fired every sort 
of weapon into the air and 
screamed with joy. 

The military made no at¬ 
tempt to stop the shooting and 
seemed to encourage it. The 
army, navy, air force and po¬ 
lice all joined in. 

Rahman organized the 
Bangladesh Liberation Army 
in 1971 and was the first to 
proclaim the independence of 
Bangladesh from Pakistan. 

Diplomatic sources said 
President Abu Sadat Mo¬ 
hammed Sayem would proba¬ 
bly emerge as civilian figure¬ 
head in a martial-law govern¬ 
ment headed by Rahman, 
Navy Commodore Mosharaff 
Hussain and Air Force Vice- 
Marshal G. M. Tawab. 

Sayem, 58-year-old chief 
justice of the Bangladesh su¬ 
preme court, was sworn into 
office Thursday after an ap¬ 
parent military takeover 
forced the resignation of Pres¬ 
ident Khondakar Mushtaque 
Ahmed.

The B.C. Price Freeze came into effect on October 24, 1975. It prohibits certain essential goods and services from rising above their 
October 24th price. Here are six important questions and answers about the way the price freeze works: 


1 WHAT DOES THE PRICE 
FREEZE COVER? 

All food and beverages for human consumption/ This in- 
_1 eludes candy and ingredients such as spices. All prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. All proprietary or patent medicines (obtained 
without prescription), such as pain relievers, headache remedies, 
antacids, etc. All fares on provincially-owned buses and the 
ferry system. Also, passenger and freight tolls within B.C. 
charged by provincially-owned railways. 


ARE NEW ITEMS COVERED BY 
THE FREEZE? 

No. Some specific merchandise —such as different 
sizes, grades or brands—not offered for sale at a 
particular store on October 24th are not affected by the freeze 
if that store later stocks them. But remember, most stores offer 
hundreds or thousands of items which they stock regularly and 
which are covered by the freeze. It may pay to shop for these.

WHAT ISN T COVERED? 

All items not listed above, including: Food and bever¬ 
ages served in restaurants. Toiletry items such as 
deodorants, shaving cream, hair sprays, etc. Paper 
hardware and household items. Cleaning soaps and

WHAT ABOUT WHOLESALE PRICES? 

In the categories listed above, they too are frozen. 
The price freeze applies equally to sales at the pro¬ 
cessings wholesale and retail levels. (Farmers and 


fishermen, however, are not affected.) 


CAN THERE STILL BE SALES DURING 
THE PRICE FREEZE? 

Yes. Sellers can still lower prices. In fact, consumers 
are urged to shop for bargains and to continue to look 
for specials and sales. The price freeze does not prevent sellers 
from reducing prices. Prices ma y be lowered and raised o q ai^ i. 
as Ion a as they do not g o above their October 24th level. 


IF YOU SEE AN UNFAIR PRICE 
INCREASE, WHAT SHOULD YOU DO? 

You should first go back to the seller and ask why the 
price has apparently been raised above the maximum 
permitted. If you are not satisfied with the explanation, bring 
the complaint to us. We ll take it from there. Use the question¬ 
naire below, or go to your nearest Consumer Services office or 
Government Agent. If you are not close to one of these offices, 
call your nearest Consumer Services office, collect.

A country boy at heart. 
Cryer has been hit with the 
nostalgia of Canadiana as 
gradually and as completely 
as a prairie snowstorm covers 
an autumn wheat field. 

Uis second Victoria show of 
the year, hold at the Aggha/y 
Gallery, 1016 Fort, portrays 
his love for tumble-down 
buildings, .faded to reflect 
light like silvery beacons, and 
a way of life which is fast 
disappearing. 

A Canadian historian who 
prefers to record the details 
of a bygone era in oils. Cryer 
does so in a manner which is • 
at once appealing and realist¬ 
ic. 

His work takes him from 
•bragg Creek near Calgary, to 
Salmon Ann, B.C., and the 
shores of Elbow River, Alta. 
He has sketched scenes in 
Saskatchewan and the length 
of Vancouver Island. 

Now that he lives in Vic¬ 
toria. his palette has turned to 
the bo tile-greens or rain 
forests and a whole range of 
hues in the changing coastal 
waters. 

But more important than 
the panorama ol mile on mile 
of fields and forests that are 
Canada as he sees it, is his in¬ 
terpretation of man's marks 
on the landscape a sun-blis¬ 
tered boat wreck lying on a 
beach or a derelict farm cart 
stuck in an ice-filled rut. 

"Buildings are the most 
duminant things on the 
Prairies because of die land¬ 
scape they are all that 
stands out against the hori- 
/.on.” he explained. 

"I study the buildings and

may have suffered through 
the depression, or live with 
the peace and tranquillity of 
the country.” 

In his prairie works, part of 
the 34-piece display which 
continues until Wednesday, 
Cryer has painted leaning 
buildings, each plank weath¬ 
ered diflerently by the sun 
and cold, fences overgrown 
with grass and rusty hinges 
holding doors which visually 
flap and creak In the wind. 

West coast works represent¬ 
ed were painted in Victoria 
beside the Inner Harbor, as 
well as near Courtenay and at 
the Sooke waterfront. 

In all his canvases it. is evi¬ 
dent that the thin steel blade 
which mixes Cryer’s colors 
produces keen contrasts in his 
finished works. 

Soft, muted tones found in 
realistic works of other artists 
are not seen her 

Instead there are brilliant, 
reds, oranges, blues and 
golds. His cloud-crow ded 
skies show banks of sapphire 
in contrast to saffron wheat 
below. 

Cryer's adherence to realist¬ 
ic colors and his scrupulous 
attention to detail derive from 
his training as a commercial 
artist. 

He graduated from the ad¬ 
vertising art program at Al¬ 
berta College of Art in 1972, 
then was art director with Pa¬ 
cific Petroleum Co. Ltd., and 
headed the Calgary's graphics 
department. 

He took up painting as n 
hobby and now, "it seems to 
have taken over,” he said 
with a smile. 

Now 29. he moved to Vic¬ 
toria in 1971 to work "with the 
city's planning department 
but decided to take up full¬ 
time painting last .January. 

Since then Cryer has had 
two exhibitions in Victoria 
and another in Calgary. A 
second Calgary show is 
planned for later this month 
with an Edmonton exhibition 
fo follow in the early spring. 

A prolific artist, he came to 
Victoria searching for dif¬ 
ferent colors, people, weather 
and buildings with new stories 
to tell and plans to stay.

Buck’s worth of nostalgia 


You know the old joke. 

Panhandler to passerby: 

‘ Brother can you spare a 
dime for some coffee?” 

Passerby to panhandler: 
“There’a buck go buy yourself 
a percolator.” 

And in Brother, Can You 
Spare a Dime? (General at the 
Towne) writer - director Phil- 
hpe Mora has cheerfully strung 
together a heap of loose 
change from the oh-so-nostal- 
gic thirties and come up with 
a buck of a movie. 

It’s the sort of picture you 
wonder why no one did it 
before: an orchestrated kalei¬ 
doscopic chronicle of the U.S. 
Depression era that comes 
complete with newsreel and 
movie footage, events factual 
and fictional and generally 
healthy infusion of the bizarre. 

The orchestration, bless it’s 
luvly heart, comes courtesy of 
the likes of the soulful, dustful 
Woody Guthrie.

It’s an unashamed hodge¬ 
podge put together with cocky 
little tricks that say. look I’m 
dancing too, backwards, for¬ 
wards, slow, quick, now see if 
you like it all over again . . . 
and again. 

One moment it’s like stay¬ 
ing up till the early hours in 
front of the boob tube to 
watch the Marx brothers 
-struggling, old James Cagney 
strutting. King Kong or Citi¬ 
zen Kane again. 

Hie next, it’s like watching 
a documentary from one of 
those public utilities like CBC 


MOVIES 

with 

JON FERRY 


or BBC that take their .job 
very seriously and for whom 
the world revolves en¬ 
cyclopedically to the music of 
Winston C., Franklin D. and 
social relevance. 

And the next, it’s like turn¬ 
ing on the stereo to impress 
your atter-dinner guests with 
the latest and best in nostal¬ 
gic taste — after all they've 
seen the Sting too. 

And still the next, it’s open¬ 
ing that solid-looking Christ¬ 
mas package to find a lavish¬ 
ly-priced book filled with mo- 
dishly flattened black-and- 
white photography that zeroes 
in on old-time Tanchers, dust- 
bowl farmers, hobos, their 
children and wives standing 
by railroads or log cabins. 

However as with all docu¬ 
mentaries. even the free, 
expressionistic type, it often 
depends on what’s your bag 
FDR and the NRA or Joe 
Louis and Max Schmeling 
as to how your interest is 
kept. 

There is inevitably no 
shaped story line, no particu¬ 
lar, individual human drama 
to fight off the occasional 
forty-winks from the audi¬ 
ence.. 


However Mora overcomes 
this difficulty in the main by 
the furious pace at which he 
works, the charm with which 
he does it and the sheer im¬ 
pact and novelty of much of 
his footage. 

The quelling of a union riot 
by stark vigilante groups, the 
Hindenburg floating between 
Manhattan skycrapers.

And the naivety with which 
many of the protagonists face 
the still strange film cameras 
is used by Mora to reinforce 
that effect. 

Politics, movies, money¬ 
making are clothed in simple, 
stoic pathos. Brother Can You 
Spare a Dime is a theme that 
Mora embodies with consider¬

Loot mystery 
in vault heist 




PROVIDENCE. R.I. (UPI) 
It’s been almost three 
months since what has been 
described as the second larg¬ 
est robbery in U.S. history, 
but officials say they still 
don’t know how much money 
was taken. 

A published report has said 
more than $2 million was 
stolon Aug. 14 when a well- 
dressed man, ignoring a 
“dosed for vacation” sign, 
walked through die front door 
of the bonded vault company 
and held a gun to several em¬ 
ployees inside. 

“Don’t push any alarms or 
I’ll blow your head off,” he 
reportedly told Samuel Ir¬ 
vine, owner of the safety de- 
l»osit box firm. 

The man was followed by 
six or seven masked men* car¬ 
rying corwbars and elec tric 
drills. Methodically, they 
ripped open 140 safety dejKisit 
boxes rented to private citi¬ 
zens and emptied most of 
their contents into cloth bags. 

Robert Dussault, 35, of Lo¬ 
well, Mass., who escaped 
from a Springfield. Mass., 
prison about a month before 
the holdup was indicted by a 
grand jury in connection with 
the robbery. He remains at 
large. 

But whether or not it was 
the second largest robbery in 
U.S. history will probably 
never be known. 

"Chances are very remote 
we will every learn the exact 
amount. We may never know 
the total amount of money,” 
says Rhode Island attorney- 
general Julius Michaelson. 
"It’s impossible to determine 
the amount of money.” 

“Just about the only way 
we would ever know the 
amount is if we get to talk to 
all the robbers,” he said, 
theorizing the persons who 


rented the boxes will not 
come forward to tell what 
they had inside them. 

Michaelson said the obvious 
reason they will not co¬ 
operate is that they do not 
want the internal revenue ser¬ 
vice to know; whal they were 
keeping secret from them. 

The burglary of £4.3 million 
in cash and negotiable bonds 
front the vault of Purolator 
Inc., of Chicago in October, 
1974, was the largest in U.S. 
history.

The May tree and the May 
Day tree are two entirely dif¬ 
ferent critters. May tree is 
the affectionate nickname for 
the English hawthorn, Cra- 
tagegus oxyacantha, the most 
fragrant of all hawthorns. 

The name May Day tree is 
applied to two different wild 
cherries: the Bird cherry, 
Primus padus, and the Pin 
cherry, Prunus Pennsyl¬ 
vania, both covering them¬ 
selves with masses of white 
bloeaoms in spring.

FLOWERLESS HOUSE- 
PLANT (E. J., Victoria) 

The specimen you sent me 
is from a plant called Kalan- 
choe, pronounced kal-an-KO- 
ee, one of the succulent house- 
plants closely related to the 
Chinese Jade tree. 

Ordinarily it bears Its 
clusters of bright red flowers 
from December to May, and 
the most likely reason why 
your plant has never bloomed 
Is because you have it in a 
room where the lights are 
turned on during the evening 
hours. 

The Kalanchoe is what is 
know as short-day plant, 
and In common with those 
other winter-blooming plants,

the Poinsettia and the Christ¬ 
mas Cactus, it gets the signal 
to start blooming from the 
shortening days of autumn. 

If exposed to light during 
the evening, its day Is length¬ 
ened artificially, thereby inhi¬ 
biting bloom. 

Make sure your plant goes 
to bed with the chickens, re¬ 
maining in total darkness 
every night and all night, 
from sunset until dawn. Dur¬ 
ing the day it likes a sunny 
window and a temperature 
around 17 degrees C.

GREENHOUSE FRA¬ 
GRANCE <K. MoL., Saanfch- 
ton) 

Some good plants to provide 
rich fragrance in your heated 
greenhouse would be Exacum 
affine, Stockj, Mignonette and 
Humea elegans, all of which 
can be grown fairly easily 
from seed. 

Hyacinth bulbs and Freesla 
corms can be potted up this 
fall too; both are sweetly 
scented. 

There are some interesting 
possibilities, also, in plants 
with scented foliage. 

A good one with a most 
refreshing fragrance is the le¬ 
mon-scented Verbena, Lippi a 
citriodara, and there is a 
whole host of houseplant gera¬ 


niums with fragrant leaves— 
lemon-scented, rose-scented, 
mint-scented and apple-scent¬ 
ed.

CHINESE CLEMATIS (I. W,, 
Nanaimo) 

Your vine that bore small 
yellow lantern-shaped flowers 
all summer and is now cover¬ 
ed with silvery whiskered 
seeds is Gematis tangutica, 
the Chinese clematis. 

This vine is pruned in late 
Febnjary or early March, cut¬ 
ting back all new growths to 
within two buds of the pre¬ 
vious season’s wood. 

The silvery bearded seed 
heads are much prized by 
flower arrangers for adding 
character and distinction to 
bowl and dish arrangements.

BROWN SPOTS ON FERN 
(R. 0;B., Victoria) I wish 
you had enclosed a bit of your 
spotted fern in your letter, as 
there are two kinds of brown 
•pots common to ferns, one of 
them natural and Innocuous, 
the other a very serious insect 
pest that could kill your fern 
and spread to other plants. 

If the spots are little rusty 
pinhead spots on the backs of 
the leaflets, arranged in reg¬ 
ular and rather attractive pat¬ 
terns, they are simply spore 


cases, shedding the dust-like 
spores by which new ferns 
are born. > 

Ferns have no flowers and ( 
therefore cannot set seeds like 
ordinary plants; they propa¬ 
gate themselves by spores, 
like mushrooms and other 
fungi, these spore cases on 
the leaves do no harm to the 
plant s health and may be 
disregarded. 

Brown sticky lumps on the 
stems, however, pose a 
serious threat to the plant, for 
these are scale insects which 
feed upon the sap and can 
cause death. The most 
seriously affected fronds 
should be cut off and burnt. 

Sprays are not very effec¬ 
tive on scale insects; more¬ 
over, some ferns are allergic 
to certain spray chemicals. 
Where the infestation is not 
too severe, hand-picking is 
about as effective as any 
method. 

The scales on the stems, 
looking rather like little blobs 
of varnish or shellac, may be 
picked off on the point of a 
pocket knife, wiped off on a 
bit of tissue, and either burnt 
or flushed down the toilet. 

Keep the fern under con¬ 
stant observation, picking off 
daily any new scales that ap¬ 
pear, until no further spread 
of the trouble can be detected.

Milbank told me, “All we were try¬ 
ing to do was give our senior fighting 
men some rest and recreation and now 
they’re trying to han£ us for It.” 

“What you say is probably true,” T 
told him, "but you’ll have to admit it 
doesnl look good in the papers that 
your company was flying high-ranking 
officers off to shoot pheasant, duck and 
what have you, while you were trying to 
sell them rockets and airplanes.”

“Do you think a hunting weekend is 
going to influence a general into buying 
a certain kind of rocket or airplane? We 
never even talked about rockets or 
planes. We never talked about business 
at all.” 


"What did you talk about?” 

"We talked about our waves and how 
much we all missed them.” 

"War is hell.” I said. ‘‘But I read in 
the newspapers that you not only pro¬ 
vided hunting facilities for Pentagon of¬ 
ficials and key staff members of the 
Armed Services OommdtJtee but also fe¬ 
male companionship.” 

"Someone had to do the cooking and 
the deeming.” he-said defensively. 

"I’m not doubting your word, but 
there are some people who think you 
were up to no good.” 

"Give me their names,” Milbank 
said, "and I’ll see that they're fed Into 
a Pentagon computer.” 

"That’s not the point,” I replied. 
"The one thing this country has always 
prided itself In is the absolute separa¬ 
tion of the military from the industrial 
complexes. Even something as innocent 
as a hunting weekend with call girls is 
enough to put this independence into 
jeopardy.”

Mllbank said, "Look at it this way. 
The junior officers have the officers’ 
clubs. But where can a general go to 
have fun? Where can he relax and for¬ 
get the burdens and cares of leader- 
shop? By maintaining hunting lodges we 
were doing the same thing for generals 


that Bob Hope was doing for privates. 
We were building morale.” 

"Tell me the truth, Mllbank. After 
one of those weekends, have you ever 
got an order from the Pentagon?” 

"Never. Well, almoet never, Once I 
was out shooting with an air force gen¬ 
eral and he got a rabbit with a shotgun 
I had loaned him. He said. ‘This is a 
helluva gun,’ and I said, ‘If you think 
that’s a gun. you ought to see one of our 
AK 450 Red Line Missiles.’ 

"He didn’t believe me so I set one up 
and launched it. Sure enough, we wast¬ 
ed a rabbit 30 miles away. That 
impressed him so much he called me 
Monday and ordered 4,000 of them. If 
my general hadn’t gone hunting that 
weekend, this country would have been 
deprived of one of the finest weapons in 
its arsenal.” 

"I would like to have seen that scene 
on The Guns of Autumn," I said. *

To every -trade, there is an apprenticeship appropriate, 
but for the writer, nobody has ever figured out what it is. 
Suzanne White — a name you needn’t strain to place, since 
Who’s Who hasn't heard of her either — is a writer who, in 
the wonts of her literary agent, "has gone through her ap¬ 
prenticeship faster than anybody I ever knew'."

— setting up shows for a manufacturer of fireworks. 

The fireworks company was based in France, where for 
the last 15 of her 35 years, Suzanne White was based also. An 
expatriate from Buffalo, she led an existence abroad which 
.she calls "lovely Hving”, but often the life was "hand-to- 
mouth” and sometimes it was "off-the-wall.” 

In France, she worked as "a teacher for U.S. army 
brats.” a high-fashion model and as a manager of a couture 
house owned by Elizabeth Taylor and patronized by rich 
Arabs who would drive up in their shiekmobiles to shop for 
the harem. 

More to the point for purposes of the apprenticeship, she 
gave birth to two illegitimate children. 


Thoroughly modern, Ms. White doesn’t hesitate to talk 
about the illicit offspring — two girls, now eight and nine — 
or practically anything else you want to bring up. She wrote 
an article about the experience, called How To Have An Ille¬ 
gitimate Child: In Nine Short Months You Too Can Be A 
Mother, and sold it to Cosmopolitan. 

Visiting the offices of the magazine on one of her fre¬ 
quent returns to the U.S., she heard herself introduced for toe 
first time as a writer. To the editor who was showing her 
around, she wanted to whisper a disclaimer — "Sir, honey, 
I’m not a writer; I work in a dress shop.” 

Inexorably, however, fate was dragging Ms. White to¬ 
ward her true calling. In due time, she was hired by Fbnim, 
a publication she describes as a "sexology sham,” to write 
the question and answer column. As a job, this ivas truly cre¬ 
ative because she had to make up, not only the advice to the 
sexually preplexed, but toe questions also. 

When stuck for topics that would keep the gentle reader 
sufficiently wet around the mouth, she stained asking acquaiFi¬ 
ances, "What was your most sensuous fantasy?" Without at 
first knowing it, she was launched on the research that would 
oulmmaie m her first novel. 


The novel, said Ms. White, who was recounting her ap¬ 
prenticeship to an interviewer the other morning in her 
agent's Manhattan bring room, w«s started virtually on a 
dare v At dinner one night, an academic friend who was urg¬ 
ing her to undertake toe work, made toe remark toot, to 


write a novel, it was only necessary to determine the first 
wacd. 

"Okay,” he challenged her as Ms. White departed for 
home, "Whait’s the word?” Ms. White uttered a monosyllable 
which won’t be reprinted here, but the word became the 
working title of her novel and toe nickname of her heroine. 

As Ms. White describes it, her novel — now called My 
Father Always Promised Us — is "The first Jewish novel to 
be written by a shiksa.” In subject matter, it has a certain 
likeness to Portnoy’s Complaint, but the protagonist is female 
The author — w4x> wears a hairdo of close-fitting curls and 
goes bare of makeup — says it also breaks new ground in 
outspokenness by a woman. Appropriately, the publisher who 
will bring it out next fall is the Playboy Press. 


Last summer as Ms. White and her agent were exulting 
over toe satle to Playboy, toe novelist happened to mention 
that she is a disciple of Chinese astrology. A lightbulb flashed 
over toe head of Ms. Soidel, and before the week w-as out, she 
had sold to M. Evans and Co. the rights to Suzanne White’s 
Book of Chinese Chance, which is now in the typewriter. 

Astrologically, author and agent are indentical twins, 
having been born the same minute of the same year. "We 
are so alive." said Ms. Seidel, who sat in on the interview, 
"that I can finish Suzanne’s sentences far her” — which she 
proceeded to do every time Ms. White seemed on the verge of 
revealing how, in her novel, she had out-Portnoyed the com¬ 
petition. 

Her apprenticeship over, Suzanne White can now barely 
keep herself away from the typewriter. "I now know, without 
any doubt in my mind,” she said, "That I am a writer.” Next 
year, when the books are published, we will know whether 
the rest of the world thinks so. V"

The federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion was reported to have rec¬ 
ommended antitrust action 
against the auto-maker, whose 
sales last year totalled almost 
$32 billion. 

FTC Chairman Lewis Eng- 
man declined comment on the 
report, saying: ,"-We have-a 
number of investigations 
going on. Some ’jre the re¬ 
sponsibility of ihe commis¬ 


sion and some of the justice 

i c’ artment." 

Bruce Wilson, deputy assis¬ 
tant attorney-general, said of 
the report: "Any industry 
w'hich is structured like the 
.iuto industry is the subject of 
constant observation." 

The justice department was 
reported close to filing an an¬ 
ti-trust suit against GM in 
10S8 but w r as overruled by the 
White House, NBC News says. 

More than half the cars 
built and 6old - in- the United 
Stutes are made by GM. 

The FTC staff "says that 
kind of dominance is tan¬ 


tamount to monopoly." says 
NBC. which rei»orts it has 
learned that both the econom¬ 
ics and the competition 
bureaus of the FTC have rec¬ 
ommended antitrust action 
against GM. 

The report was confirmed 
by a source in the federal 
government who did not wish 
to be identified.

Hijacker

CAPE GIRARDEAU. 
Mo. (UPI) — The pilot of 
a small charter plane said 
he struggled and man¬ 
aged to push a hijacker 
out of his aircraft to his 
death Saturday, authori¬ 
ties said. 

The body of the alleged 
hijacker, identified as 
Jack Johnson, 19, Evans¬ 
ville, lnd , was found later 
jn a farm about one and 
j n e - h a 1 f miles from 
Charleston in Southeast¬ 
ern Missouri. 

The pilot, Richard Lie- 
bunguth. 25, also of 
Evansville. suffered a 
minor hand wound during 
l struggle for the hi¬ 
jacker's gun aboard the 
Cessna 150. The .22-cali¬ 
ber pistol discharged, and 
Liebunguth was grazed on 
a finger, the FBI said. 

"We are continuing a 
further investigation, but 
there is no reason at this 
time for us not to believe 
the pilot’s story,” said 
FBI agent Harlan Phil¬ 
lips. 

Phillips said Johnson 
had phoned the Tri-State 
Aero Service in Evans¬ 
ville in southwestern In¬ 
diana Saturday morning 
and said he wanted to 
charter a plane. 

About 15 minutes into 
the flight. Johnson pulled 
a pistol and told the pilot 
he was hijacking the 
craft. Phillips said. He 
directed Liebungeth to fly 
to Kentucky, then to 
southern Illinois and final¬ 
ly to southeastern Mis¬ 
souri. 

'There was some talk 
of suicide and some dis¬ 
cussion of family prob¬ 
lems." Phillips said of the 
conversation between 
Johnson and the pilot. 

While the plane was 
over the Charleston area, 
the two men struggled for 
the gun and the weapon 
discharged. Liebunguth 
then managed to push 
Johnson out of the plane, 
Phillips said.

Nanaimo region urged 
to take over 2 airports 


Responsibility for Cassidy 
and Qualicum Beach airports 
should be taken over by the 
Nanaimo Regional District, 
subject to certain conditions 
being met by the federal 
ministry of transj>ort. says a 
lengthy report prepared by 
the regional board's transpor¬ 
tation and public safety com¬ 
mittee. 

The report was done by the 
committee in response to a 
request from the city of Nan¬ 
aimo. "that the regional Dis¬ 
trict of Nanaimo acquire and 
operate the Nanaimo airport 
(Cassidy) as a function of the 
regional district." The re¬ 
quest was made in May, and 
the committee was set up to 
make a feasibility study. 
Shortly thereafter Qualicum 
.Beach c<Hincil requested that 
their airport be included in 
the study as well. 

The main questions the 
committee dealt with, said 
Cedar director Owen Kennedy 
in his introduction to the re¬ 
port. were whether the air fa¬ 
cilities should be a regional 
function, the cost involved in 
operating an airport, and the 
best manner to operale an 
airport to provide maximum 
service and economy. 

The report's recommenda¬ 
tions are based on the results 
of a survey taken at Cassidy 
to determine the origin, pur- 
!>ose and frequency of traffic 
at tile airport; on-site reviews 
of airports at Castlegar, Po¬ 
well River and Camnbell 
River; talks with locai pilots 
and transport ministry of¬ 
ficials. and calculations male 
b\ regional district staff on 
operating costs. 

Tlie committee concluded 
that the regional district 
should apply to the municipal 
affairs department for supple¬ 
mentary letters patent to 
operate airports, buy or lease 
and operate Cassidy if certain 
commitments are made by 
the MOT, anti take over Qua¬ 
licum airport if agreeable to 
Qualicum council, and if the 
MOT will commit $175,000 to 
upgrading the airport. 

The survey showed that 
only 37 ncjy^ent of the cus¬ 
tomers using the airport were 
from Nanaimo. Cedar users 
were 5.7 per cent. Ladysmith 
6.1 per cent. Lantzville 3.7 per 
cent. Nanoose and Parksvilr 
each 1.6 per cent. Qualicum 2 
per vent, and "other” 42 per 
cent., 

Almost 50 per cent of the 
customers who took part in 
th survey, conducted by Pa- 
-jty 1 S 8 AU 1 Y pur 78*03 oijlj 
lines at the request of the 
committee, w'ere flying for 
pleasure. 

Of the travellers, 43 per 
cent were headed for Van¬ 
couver. the rest for destina¬ 
tions beyond Vancouver. Ten 
per cent flew daily, 20 per 
cent weekly. 15 per cent twice 
a week and 55 per cent 
monthly. 

After looking at other air¬ 
ports which are at the level of 
service that Cassidy should 
probably be expanded to. and 
talking with Cliff Rhoades of 
the MIOT. the committee con¬ 
cluded that the regional dis¬ 
trict should attempt to have 
Cassidy designated as eligible 
for the 100-per-cent subsidy 
available from the federal go¬ 
vernment. •—*» 

The subsidy would help 
pay for resurfacing of the 


runway at Cassidy and the in¬ 
stallation of night lighting 
The district should also en¬ 
sure that a suitable terminal 
building will be constructed 
as soon as the number of pas¬ 
sengers on scheduled airlines 
reaches a "muturally agreed- 
upon figure." 


The subsidy would cover all 
tlie major capital expenses 
anticipated for the airport, as 
would the $175,000 grant for 
the Qualicum airport, leaving 
the regional distinct with ex¬ 
penses for operation.

Flying pros, cons 
aired by experts 


QUALICUM BEACH — 
There is a furor over pro¬ 
posed developments of the 
Qualicum airport. People who 
use it want the Qualicum 
Beach village council to make 
every effort to meet condi¬ 
tions required to obtain a fed¬ 
eral grant of $175,000 for pav¬ 
ing the airstrip. 

Many Qualicum residents 
have expressed opposition to 
further development of the 
airport because they fear it 
w ill lead to more noise. They 
also foresee an increase in 
property taxes to help pay for 
maintenance. 

A public meeting held in 
Qualicum ’Beach recently 
hard a panel of experts an¬ 
swer questions. The experts 
tried to allay residents' fears 
and convince them that the 
paving project should go 
ahead. 


Don Cameron, past pres¬ 
ident of the B.C. Aviation 
Council was the guest speak¬ 
er. He said, “Most everyone 
would agree an airport is an 
asset to tlie community.” He 
’'compared it with a bus sta¬ 
tion which is part of the com¬ 
munity transportation system 
"It provides services which 
for the most part are highly 
desirable and in some cases 
essential.” 

Noise is one of the resi- 
dents’ greatest concerns 
about development of the air¬ 
port. Cameron told them that 
changes are being made to 
propellers so that they will 
create less noise. Legislation 
has been introduced in the 
U.S. limiting planes’ noise 
and he expects similar laws 
will come into force in Cana¬

few landing fees are collected 
at. Cassidy, and no full-time 
staff is available. In fact, 
says tlie report, one of the 
main sources of revenue for 
the facility is the sale of hay 
.grown on its grounds, which 
brings in $1,500 of the $6,400 
annual revenue. 

As the facility is upgraded, 
user fees should be instituted 
which would provide the bulk 
0 ! the operating revenue for 
the airport. An upgraded fa¬ 
cility at Qualicum could also 
derive higher revenues Al¬ 
though operating costs would 
remain minimal if the present 
satisfactory system of having 
a volunteer caretaker on the 
grounds at no charge could be 
maintained. 

The report shows that the 
initial costs to tlie regional 
district would be about 
$51,500. This includes $16,500 
to purchase the Cassidy air¬ 
port from the federal govern¬ 
ment (although the report 
recommends that the regional 
district look inlo the possibili¬ 
ty of leasing it, as has been 
done‘in the past), $17,500 as 
the regional district’s 10-per- 
cent share of the cost for 
night lighting, and $17,500 as 
its share of the grant for Qua¬ 
licum airport. 

There are several ways in 
which this money could be 
raised, the report notes. A 
small millrate, about four 
one-hundredths of a mill, 
could repay the money in 10 
.years, but would not provide 
any money for future im¬ 
provements or possible 
operating contributions. A 
larger millrate could raise the 
funds in one year to avoict.fi- 
nance charges, Ixit again 
w’ould not leave funds for fu¬ 
ture use. A millrate could also 
be struck which would pay off 
ihe acquisition eSSts and pro¬ 
vide some money for future 
use. 

Another possibility would be 
to establish a one-year levy of 
one mill, which would raise 
more than $250,000. After the 
acquisition costs were sub¬ 
tracted from that amount, the 
remainder could be put in an 
investment fund, with the an¬ 
nual interest being used either 
to pay for improvements and 
operation costs not met by 
revenue, or reinvested in the 
fund.

In a letter to the committee, 
director Rusty Joerin said. 


"There are large amounts of 
crown land . . . availa¬ 
ble .. . at no cost,” which can 
be put into recreational re¬ 
serves for use. recreation and 
en joyment by tlie public. 

"1 am concerned that tax¬ 
payers' money will he used to 
bail out a developer who may 
be seeking to develop a rec- 
creaticnally - environmentally 
sensitive area. 

"Such problems that may 
so arise may perhaps be 
solved by having adequate 


subdivision bylaws,” Joerin 
added. 

Other comments on the mat¬ 
ter came from tlie village of 
Parksville. which has support¬ 
ed amendments to the letters 
patent giving the regional dis¬ 
trict authority i« pvchase 
land for parks. 

At present, regional district 
administrator Walter Ilott 
said, the regional district is 
only authorized to accept gifts 
of land for parks, but it may 
not' spend any money to ac¬ 
quire parkland.

Heriberto Kahn said in his 
column Saturday that the 
right-wing Peronist Magazine 
El Caudillo has published an 
article calling Kahn an “ink- 
sucker" und saying he could 
end up full of lead. 

Earlier last week, Kahn 
wrote a front-page column on 
the increasing pressures of 
Mrs. Peron to resign. Kahn 
had also written in July on a 
military investigation of the 
death squads of the right-wing 
Argentine anti-communist al¬ 
liance. 

Mrs. Peron said earlier this 
week that Argentina “suffers 
an internal and external 
aggression from journalistic 
terrorism and defamatory 
rumors.’’

Britain has brought in 350 
infantrymen to augment the 
650 t r o u p s of the Glo- 
cestershire Regiment who 
usually guard the small con- 
lony of 8.866 square miles.

Bengali’s 
jubilant 
at latest 
shakeup 

DACCA (UPI) — Thousands 
of jubilant Bengalis joined po¬ 
lice and troops in a wild gun- 
* filing spree Saturday to cele¬ 
brate the return to power of 
the country's favorite military 
officer, Maj.-Gen. Ziaur Rah¬ 
man. 

The actual ruler of Bang¬ 
ladesh since a power struggle 
within the military began last 
Monday remained unclear. 

In what one Western ob- 
server termed “gleeful 
"chaos,” almost the entire pop¬ 
ulation of Dacca turned out 
shortly after midnight to cele¬ 
brate Rahman’s return to 
power. They fired every sort 
of weapon into the air and 
screamed with joy. 

The military made no at¬ 
tempt to stop the shooting and 
seemed to encourage it. The 
army, navy, air force and po¬ 
lice all joined in. 

Rahman organized the 
Bangladesh Liberation Army 
in 1971 and was the first to 
proclaim the independence of 
Bangladesh from Pakistan. 

Diplomatic sources said 
President Abu Sadat Mo¬ 
hammed Sayem would proba¬ 
bly emerge as civilian figure¬ 
head in a martial-law govern¬ 
ment headed by Rahman, 
Navy Commodore Mosharaff 
Hussain and Air Force Vice- 
Marshal G. M. Tawab. 

Sayem, 58-year-old chief 
justice of the Bangladesh su¬ 
preme court, was sworn into 
office Thursday after an ap¬ 
parent military takeover 
forced the resignation of Pres¬ 
ident Khondakar Mushtaque 
Ahmed.

A country boy at heart, 
Cryer has lieen hit with the 
nostalgia of Canadiana as 
gradually and as completely 
as a prairie snowstorm covers 
an autumn wheat field. 

Mis sec »ml Victoria show of 
the year, held at the Agghazy 
Gallery. 1016 Fort, portrays 
his love for tumble-down 
buildings, faded to reflect 
light like silvery beacons, and 
a way of life which is fast 
disappearing. 

A Canadian historian who 
prefers to record the details 
of a bygone era in oils. Cryer 
does so in a manner which is 
at once appealing and realist¬ 
ic. 

His work takes him from 
bragg Creek near Calgary, to 
Salmon Arm, B.C., and the 
shores of Elbow River. Alta. 
Me has sketched scenes in 
Saskatchewan and the length 
of Vancouver Island. 

Now that he lives in Vic¬ 
toria, his palette has turned to 
the bottle-greens of rain 
forests and a whole range of 
hues in the changing coastal 
I waters. 

Bui more important than 
the panorama of mile on mile 
| of fields and forests that are 
• Canada as he rees it. is his in¬ 
terpretation of man’s marks 
on the landscape — a sun-blis- 
! tered boat wreck lying on a 
beach or a derelict farm cart 
stuck in an ice-filled rut. 

“Buildings are the most 
dominant thjngs on the 
; Prairies because of the land- 
! scape — they are all that 
j stands out against the hori- 
I zon.” he explained. 

•'I study the buildings and 
try to tell the story of people 
, who livedjn them, how they 


may have suffered through 
the depression, or live with 
the peace and tranquillity 'of 
the country.” 

In his prairie works’; part of 
the 34-piece display which 
continues until Wednesday, 
Cryer has painted leaning 
buildings, each plank weath¬ 
ered differently by the sun 
and cold, fences overgrown 
with grass and rusty hinges 
holding doors which visually 
flap and creak in the wind. 

West coast works represent¬ 
ed uore painted in Victoria 
beside the Inner Harbor, as 
well as near Courtenay and at 
the Sooke waterfront. 

In all his canvases it is evi¬ 
dent that the thin steel blade 
which mixes Cryer’s colors 
produces keen contrasts in his 
finished works. 

Soft, muted tones found in 
realistic works of other artists 
are not seen her 

Instead there are brilliant 
reds, oranges, blues and 
golds. His rloud-crowded 
skies show banks ot sapphire 
in contrast to saffron wheat 
below. 

Cryer's adherence to realist¬ 
ic colors and his scrupulous 
attention to detail derive from 
his training as a commercial 
artist.

The Hawes’ had no particular 
concern when they moved there. 
Jack, you see, is a water diviner. 
Moreover, his inborn ability was dis¬ 
covered, and nurtured by his wife 
Jeanette, who has known divining 
from childhpod. 


We were out there the day the 
land was being levelled for the ar- 
rival of the drilling rig. Jack was in 
town at work, but Jeanette was glad 
to show my wife Sandy and I how 
they had arrived at the chosen spot

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Few of us remain today — that brigade of enthusiastically patriotic young

women who rallied to the desperate call of the Motherland during the dark days 
when Britain's back was to the wall in defending the nation from Nazi tyranny. 



In the spring of 1918, 
when the manpower of 
Britain had been drained 
off to a man for active 
service overseas, the Brit¬ 
ish government began to 
recruit its young women 
to fill the gap at home. 

Mv sister and I. both in our late 
teens, had arrived in London from 
Vancouver and Victoria at the time 
jtosters were being distributed 
there offering enlistment (witli pay 
of a few shillings a week* in the 
Land Army, the Forage Division 
and the Forestry Corps. 


In the former group, women took 
over a wide range of agrarian dutie* 
throughout the length and breadth of 
England, in the Forage Division 
they were responsible for the care, 
feeding and exercise of military 
ltorses and the raising of the fodder 
they required; and in the Forestry 
Corps —working sometime* as an 
auxiliary' arm to groups of military 
Foresters — thev felled standing 
timber on large estates donated t«» 
die government by patriotic land 
owners for conversion into trench pit 
props and tor military road and 
bridge-building in France. 

Newly arrived from Canada's 
west coast where forestry was a fa¬ 
miliar theme, my sister and f enlist¬ 
ed promptly in the Women’s Forest¬ 
ry Corps for the duration of the war 
and proceeded to recruitment head¬ 
quarters at Caxton Hall in London 
where we were given a cursory 
medical examination and issued 
with a regulation ‘uniform’ consist¬ 
ing of a pair of dark brow n oerduroy 
breeches, two sturdy tailored 
smocks, a Stetson hat. a pair of 
heavy Army boots, cajwas leggings 
and a pair of puttees (for dress oc¬ 
casions; * 

Added to this wardrobe was a 
khaki armband bearing an insignia 
featuring a pair of crossed axes 

As my sister and I were sightly 
bek»w' the acceptable enlistment age 
of 18, we found it convenient to 
confess that we had left our birth 
certificates behind in far-off Canada 
and. as the Empire’s need was 
great, the recruitment officers did 
not press the jxhnt of our eligibility! 


As the eldest of the two. I w-as 
then sent down to a forestry aera¬ 
tion at Tunbridge Wells, there t-‘ 
learn the practical basics of tree- 
falling. scaling, measuring, cutting 
and tool maintenance which includ¬ 
ed how to share 0 cross-saws and 
keep , a knife-edge oh axes.

My sister and I were then direct¬ 
ed to join a group of eight other 
female foresters, well-equipped with 
cross-saws. billhooks, axes, levers, 
ropes and pulleys and were soon 
enroute to the New Forest estate >jt 
the late Lord Montagu of Beaulieu 

There we were billeted in a ram¬ 
bling apartment above the stables 
and left to fend for ourselves. 

We were aroused to rise and 
<*hine at 5 a.m. by a whistle blown 
by the ’fag' of the day whose duty it 
was to make our beds and provide a 
breakfast of ‘mush’ and soggy toast 
with a smear ol marmalade and i 
•upper of some indescribable "stew 

There was seldom any variation 
in our daily menu unless someone 
had spotted some economics! 
bangers (sausages* in the village 
butcher shop. 


Following breakfast, we mus¬ 
tered in the courtyard below and, 
equipi»ed with the inevitable billy¬ 
can and a ration of thick bully beef 
sandwiches for a brief luncheon 
period, we mare!>ed in formation tv 
the scene of the day's operations 
which was usually a mile or two 
away. 

Our companions came from all 
walks of lile. all social distinctions 
in limbo. Among us were the daugh¬ 
ters of ducal tamilies and the lessee 
aristocracy; young women who hart 
temporarily renounced the practice 
of professions; and domestic 
workers who were out for adventure 
and “a little bit of fun" to relieve 
monotony of scouring pot* and pans 
in employ ers' households 

At one of the operations to which 
we were subsequently posted, we 
loaded our logs on to small two- 
wheel carts, trundling them down to 
railroad boxcars at Southampton 
enroute to their destination the 
trenches and roads of France. 

It was a chore sometimes visited 
upon recruits who had been refrac¬ 
tory and there were seldom v a.uci 
leers for this strenuous task! 


The valiant young women who 
enlisted in Britain’s Land Army. 
Forage Division and Forestry Corp<* 
received no medals or mention in 
dispatches and. after the war was 
over, were seldom seen in. ifc-j 
parades applauded by a grateful 
public welcoming conquering heroes 
home. 

Today. when enlistment 
women in the Services -an I Kino ( 
invested with glamor and acclaim 
is commonplace, it is a far cryT* 
t!»o strenuous service for King and 
Country' of their unsung predeces¬ 
sors who had no cream with then, 
breakfast cereal and have only, 
today, a tattered discharge certifi¬ 
cate to show for their extended hour 
of valor and patriotism.

Come out for a climb! Tender Holly burn Mountain 
is so accessible that it requires no drawn out preparations 
before leaving home tor a walk along its trails. A pair of 
legs, a willing companion and a happy heart will suffice. 


Even a 10-month-old baby girl 
reached the summit and enjoyed the 
view — on her mother’s back. 

Of course, there are mountains 
with better views, peaks providing 
greater challenges, greener lakes 
and more impressive waterfalls. 


there are holly trees still growing 
wild in the woods of the North 

Shore. 


But Hollyhurn Mountain above 
Vteat Vancouver, Its south slopes 
looking down onto the city and 
across at the mountains of Van¬ 
couver Island and south to Olympic 
National Park, is the mountain of 
romance and happiness. 


Today, to reach the easterly 
piths follow first South-Borough, then 
Highland Drive from the top of 
Taylor Way, pit itchbacking on Eyre- 
mount Drive around the low sil¬ 
houetted Japanese peaked shingle 
roof. 


Its gradual slopes add to the 
grace of the harbor entrance while 
they support the homes of sprawling 
British Properties which creep 
steadily upwards year by year. 

-Grouse and Seymour, Van¬ 
couver’s other neighborhood moun¬ 
tains, have surged ahead with chair¬ 
lifts and restaurants, sterilized ski 
runs and skiing lessons, hourly aired 
ski. condition reports and packaged 
deals. 


Hollybum did have a 20-minute 
aerial tram and jumping trestle but 
they closed up, then burnt down 10 
years past, leavfcl$< behind memo¬ 
ries and pieces of failed dreams in a 
delightful potpourri of purring rope 
tows, ski touring trails, forgotten 
cabins and a mass of paths lacing 
the exciting inclines.

Gentle Hollybum was named be¬ 
cause of Scottish pioneer John Law - 
son, West Vancouver's first jack-of- 
all-trades. Upon acquiring his wa¬ 
terfront property from the infamous 
>i£vvy Jack at the foot of West Van¬ 
couver's 17th Street. Lawson rowed 
oxer from the West End with ^lis 
holly bushes. 

Then he set out cuttings by the 
stream or 'bum’ running through his 
land. 


Believing the trees would thrive 
if planted with fresh meat, he forgot 
to consider bears. They dug up 
every cutting. He replanted and 
birds distributed "the seeds. Today 


Park at the end of Eyremount 
Drive before, when arching around 
ihe corner, it becomes Millstream 
Road. 

The first section of trail is a bush 
shrouded logging road where often, 
is heard a curious scraping sound 
from the poplars-like trunk bark 
rubbing in the breeze. * 

★ ★ ★ 

Hikers’ contentions vary from 
singing owls to toiling woodpeckers, 
but see what you think. 

The logging road forks and tak¬ 
ing the ascending rougher artery, 
signposts soon.Necessitate a decision 
— to Lost Lake pursuing Brother's 
Creek or straight on up to the West- 
lake Lodge? 

A circle route is one solution. The 
pineneedled Brother’s Creek route 
leads up oxer thick twisting roots, 
log bridges and skirts topped trunks 
playing nursemaid to sucking fungi. 
Old wooden railings afford a pause 
and views of waterfalls dropping 
into deep pools. 

The hottest days are cool 
amongst the evergreens and the 
coolest are cold. 

Picnic at Lost Lake, the first of 
seven scattered mountain lakes. 
From fibre a short backtrack leads 
to the trail which crosses over to 
Westlake Lodge past Blue Gentian 
Lake or another track goes to West 
Lake and on to the peak. 

When climbing to the summit, 
the surrounding growth suddenly be¬ 
comes sub-alpine with mosses and 
stunted stubble around collected 
ponds and puddles of rainwater in 
the rock dents. 

As you climb higher, the air thins

and the Gark’s Nutcrackers thick¬ 
en. Enter a cloud and moments 

after lease its confusion by renter¬ 
ing the stifling sunlight. 

The summit is bare rock with 
slews of Crown, Coat, Grouse and 
the Idons Mountains. 


There is a surprising absence of 
wildlife and birds, which is peculiar 
since deer sometimes stray still as 
-far south as Marine Drix’e Ground 
the Lions gate Bridge. A last long 
look, a retightening of boot laces, a 
sigh and then, sadly down, unless 
your day includes an extra jog over 
to Strachan Mountain. 


main lodge and surrounding cabins. 

With two meals, the rate is $22.50 
per day based on double occupancy 
and $27.50 for a single person. The 
phone number for Westlake Lodge is 
926-2224. The skiing is mainly cross¬ 
country including 12 ski touring 
trails covering five miles: four be¬ 
ginner, six intermediate straying 
further from the lodge and two 
strenuous advanced trails: Mobraa- 
ten and Pacific Rim which goes to 
the peak. 


An alternate approach to the 
mountain’s fun Is the Cypreaa Bowl 
highway leading to Hollyhurn Lodge 
and the Ranger Station at First 
lake. 


On the more direct route down 
Hollybum the path is a narrow race¬ 
way with snow piled on three sides. 
There are few wildlife tracks and 
fewer birds, but we saw a couple of 
foolhardies winter camping in a 
bright orange tent just off the path. 


The two lodges, Hollybum and 
Westlake, are connected, by bpth an 
upper and lower trail between and 
among which stand the mountain's 
cabins. 


The-Ridge has been explored and 
enjoved for HO years now , with 50 log 
cabins, mostly one-room, built by 
Ihe early thirties. 


Political struggles among the 
various governments of Improving 
accessibility, curtailing logging 
operations and creating a park have 
continued from the early years. 

Now the mountain is part of the 
Cypress Bowl Provincial Park. For 
information about Cypress Bowl and 
the arrangements for downhill aki- 
ing on Black Mountain, white to T.

• Forty cabins were erected in the 
summer of 1937 alone.. At first most 
were neither cold nor waterproof but 
gradually more suitable shelters 
were desired with counter tops of 
solid cedar and carved door handles. 


Planks from the flume used by 
ihe old Naismith logging camp were 
tom up and hoisted on shoulders. 
Builders adhered to the forest 
ranger's warning: ‘Don't cut down 
trees growing near other cabins, the 
trail or the stream.” 


A few short huckle and blueber- 
rying months later and it’s a 
winter’s day on happy Hollyhurn 
with the unpierced snow' and sag¬ 
ging evergreen branches. 

Snow removed, each branch 
springs back like a hunter’s bow. 
The snow tightrope walks along 
each txvig. Enough weight and the 
smaller trees and ferns arch com¬ 
pletely: their tips joining t$»eir roots 
with only in inverted parabola of 
White visible. 

Westlake Lodge, arm-thick Icicles 
covering the western siding, takes in 
skiing and snowshoeing guests In the 


Sometimes, if a small skidroad 
was set up, it enabled the builders to 
drag logs to the sites. The building 
of a cabin took six months’ labor 
and one called The Eternal Three 
look three years to complete. 


For its New Year’s Eve opening 
night friends reached the cabin, Big 
Six, owned by half a dozen week¬ 
enders, by these directions: ‘‘It’s in 
timbers off old trail, just past old 
mill on way to ski camp.” 


A four tube battery radio was 
carted up and installed in the Big 
Six kitchen, but reception was poor 
at first due to mountain minerals 
and the wet foliage. 


Before the days of Lions Gate 
Bridge, the West and North Van- 
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THE LIONS, eyeing Vancouver, as seen from peak of HoUybum Mountain. 
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comer ferries were packed early 
Saturday morning* with members of 
the Hollybnrn Mountain Community 
hauling skils, provisions, glass, 
bricks, cement, gramophones, bed 
springs, kitchen ranges, dishes and 
the odd couch, aided by pack- 
horses. 

There was even a grand piano 
destined for the Ski Club’s head¬ 
quarters. 








Far away places, with strange sounding names like 
Kota Kinabalu, Isfahan, Penang or Garanhuns, do your 
feet itch to go there?

It is a non-profit organization, 
operated by a group of- Canadian 
business leaders, with the support o£ 
the Canadian Government. 

Its purpose is to provide assis¬ 
tance to developing countries to 
achieve economic growth; to pro¬ 
vide opportunities for retired Cana¬ 
dians to make a voluntary contribu¬ 
tion to the welfare of their fellow 
men; to increase friendly relations 
between Canadians and the peoples 
of the other countries of the world, 

Canada supplier each delegate 
and his wife with an economy class 
round trip air ticket to his destina¬ 
tion, and the country requesting aid 
supplies them with room and board 
and “walking around money”— 
enough to buy toothpaste and pay 
for taxis. 

No salary is paid in cash. Instead 
the delegates are paid in the coin of 
challenge, satisfaction and friend¬ 
ship in quantities that no amount of 
money could buy.

In addition, there is the bonus of 
seeing the w r orld as you come and 
go, for no more than the price of a 
hotel room and meals. Coming and 
going, we have been to Greece, 
Mexico, Japan, Thailand, England, 
Denmark, Spain, Portugal and Rus¬ 
sia. 

The requirements for mem¬ 
bership in C.E.S.O. are; maturity; 
some specific skill; good health; a 


sense of adventure and a C.E.S.O. 
application form. 

C.E.S.O. first came into my life 
in the fall of 1968, when I picked up 
a Time magazine and read a para¬ 
graph, describing the “Paunch 
Corps.” 

At that exact point in time, my 
husband, Allen, and I were winding 
up the sale of a prosperous resort 
we had been running for seven 
years, and we had not decided what 
to do with our future.

“This sounds like a marvellous 
idea for us,” I said to Allen, shoving 
the magazine under his nose. “Let’s 
write in and find out how to .join.” 

“Don’t be ridiculous,’’ he snort¬ 
ed, “we don’t stand a chance, we 
haven’t got a degree between the 
two of us. These guys are locking 
for college graduate types, not ordi¬ 
nary Joes like us.” 

“Well its only going to cost the 
price of a stamp to find out,'' I 
snapped back. 

So I wrote the letter to the Mon¬ 
treal headquarters of C.E.S.O. as 
shown in Time magazine. Much to 
my surprise back came an answer, 
complete with application forms—for 
my husband, but not for me. 

I went into my usual tirade of 
acid criticism about discrimination 
against women. When I had rid my¬ 
self of the necessary amount of 
venom, I sat down and WTOte a 
sweet letter, regretting that I had 
not made it clear that I wished to 
join as a person in my own right 
and requesting a. set of application 
forms for myself. 


The forms arrived. I filled them 
in and we sent in our two applica¬ 
tions together to disappear into the 
abyss of official scrutiny. Soon the 
whole episode was forgotten in the 
pressure of other events. 

It was early in the summer of 
1970 that C.E.S.O. came back into 
our lives. A letter came from Mon¬ 
treal. “Would Mr. Clarke like to go 
to Malaysia as an adviser to the 
Malaysian Government Department 
of Tourism?” 

We were stunned, but not too 
stunned for me to quickly realize 
that there was no mention of Mrs. 
Clarke, except in the capacity of 
passive wife, a part never l>efore 
played by this ^particular Mrs. 
Clarke, and not about to be played 
now. 

After several politely firm letters 
to Montreal it was agreed that we 
should go as a husband and wife 
team of two separate delegates, he 
in the general management depart¬ 
ment and I in the food services 
department. We have operated that 
way ever since. 

W hile we were waiting for the Ma¬ 
laysian assignment to be processed 
which sometimes takes several 
months, another letter came from 
Montreal asking if vve^would like to 
advise a small hotel in Jamaica 
which was In need of immediate aid. 

What a dilemma r Our cup was 
running over and we wanted to lap 
up every drop. We telephrmed Mon¬ 
treal. We'd love to go to Jomeiea. 
but not if it meant giving up Malay¬ 
sia. Montreal said we’d have time to 
do both, 90 we did.

After Jamaica there were re¬ 
quests from Malaysia and then Bar¬ 
bados, Bella Bella. Iran, Brazil, Ni¬ 
geria and Trinidad, each one of them 
a new life, a new education and a 
renewal of he old, old kinship with 
the common past of all mankind. 

C.E.S.O. delegates don’t have 
“declining years." Who has time to 
decline when he is up to his armpits 
in the problems and excitements of 
reorganizing a spinning factory, co¬ 
ordinating a disorganized fishing 


fleet, overseeing the birth of a na- ^ 
tional banking system or setting up 
a modem hotel dining room with 
equipment that must have been left 
behind by Ghengis Khan? 

The most exciting years of your 
life may be yet to come, years of 
giving and liv ing. that will leave you 
with no regrets when the time 
comes for you to step off into the 
next world on. perhaps, the 
biggest adventure of all. 

★ ★ ★ 

In a few days we leave again lor 
Brazil on what will be our 10th and 
11th assignment. It is a difficult un¬ 
dertaking and we shall work hard. 
But we shall see a lifestyle we ha be 
never seen before and we shall 
make new friends. 

On the way home we shall see 
Cuzco, the Amazon river and per¬ 
haps the Galapagos Islands. We 
shall bring back at least a dozen 
rolls of movie film, and have the fun 
of turning it into an acceptable tra¬ 
velogue and sharing the results with 
our friends at home. 

And if we are very lucky we shall 
come back to another letter from 
C.E.S.O., another assignment, and 
another start on a new adv enture. 

With C.E.S.O. age is not only an 
asset, it is a necessity. If.you are re¬ 
tired, or thinking of retirement, why 
not join the modern day “company 
of gentlemen adventurers’’ into the 
third world? 

All that know-how that you’ve 
gathered through the hard years 
when all you had to work with was 
your wits and a length of haywire, is 
just w'hat the developing countries 
need now. And a chance at a whole 
new, exciting and rewarding life is 
just what a retircce needs, now and 
always.

SLUGGETTS of BRENTWOOD 


One hundred years has passed 
since John Sluggett first came to 
the Saanich Peninsula from a small 
town in Ontario. 

He went back to Ontario the 
next year to bring his wife Fanny, 
and their seven children to the 
farmland he'd found in West Saa¬ 
nich. 

The Sluggett descendants marked these 
events recently with a reunion, with represent¬ 
atives of all seven branches of the family gather¬ 
ing in Brentwood to trade stories and reminisce 
with several generations of Sluggett*, including 
Mich well-known local names as Thomson. Pitzer. 
Tanner and Butler. 

★ ★ * 

One descendent who had known John and' 
Fanny well is Izime Thomson, who lives in Brenl- 
wood. As the oldest living descendent, he 
addressed the gathering, sharing his memories of 
growing up with the elder Sluggetts when his own 
parents moved to the interior. 

T talked with him recently in the old frame 
farmhouse where he and his wife live on West 
^aanirh Road. 

With the help of A Sketch of the Life of -loUn 
Sluggett. written a number of years ago by 
George Sluggett. he helped me piece togethei 
some of the details of the Sluggett family’s early 
•.cars in this country. 

l»me is full of admiration for the old couple, 
and says: "I loved them both dearly.” 

John was "shrewd but honest," he says. "You 
• ad to be careful. He'd skin you quicker than you 
«ctild say." 

It was this quality of shewdness coupled with 
e tendency to be "a bit of a plunger” that .led him 
1'- acquire almost 1,000 acres of land stretching 
f urn Saanich Inlet to the.East Road 

"Whenever he saw a piece of land that he 
thought was going for a good price, he'd mort¬ 
gage everything to get il, H says Lome. 

'The oldtimers used to say that while the old 
man was a bit of a fdunger. the boys wouldn’t 
it imp over a chair ” 

* * ★ 

Of course, he explained, it was the boys who 
had to work to pay oil the mortgages. 

* All of them worked hard, but it was Fanny. , 
wtipwas the "Backbone ami the mainstay” of ’he 
a oily . Lome says. 

H was her butter and eggs that paid for the 
land. She made 'll) to 40 pounds .of btiller and 
gathered 2»t to 30 dozen eggs *-a< h week, and it

was the income front these ihat kept the family 

going. 

John, with one or more of the family, would 
take the butter and eggs to town in a democrat 
buggy. 

During some of the years he lived with his 
grandparents. Inline would make the trip to town 
with John. 

”It was quite a drive. The 12 miles would 
mko us an hour ancNi half, li a • av was sleeping 
in the middle of the road, we had to go around. In 
later years, with a faster horse, we made the trip 
in an hour.”

Fanny, brought from England as a bride then 
moved from township to township in Ontario 
before making the arduous trip across the ••onti- 
nent, was "tough, a grand little body,” Lome 
says. 

On the way out, he recounts, freight handler* 
tried to throw Fanny's feather bed off the wagon, 
saying it was too bulky. 

“She wasn’t going to lose it alter bringing it 
all that way so she hopjied off and lugged it on 
herself, giv ing the men a dressing-down in'the 
process.” 


Fanny vvn* devoted to her religion. For many 
years she was a strict Baptist, but later switched 
iier allegiance to a sect called the Millenium 
Dawn. 

For Lome, who spent some of his teen years 
with his grandparents, Fanny's strictness some¬ 
time created conflict. 

'When she found out I was going to dances, 
she had me going straight to Perdition,’’ he 

recalls. 

The family didn’t play cards — "the devil's 
books.” Fanny called them - and Willie Fitzer 
tells the story of how Uradma Sluggett caught a 
couple of the younger family members playinc 
checkers on Sunday nnd “read the riot act.” 
pulling the board off the table, sending checkers 
everywhere. 

it it it 

Still, l.orne remembers the Sluggett house 
was the gathering place for younger people. The 
family had an organ, and everyone would gather 
round to sing and tell stories. 

John and Fanny had been married 20 years 
when they came to the Peninsula. 

They were married in 1835 In Thombury. 
Devonshire, England, and came to Canada soon 
after. 

The voyage to Canada was eventful. Eleven 
weeks they travelled, in tempestuous weather, 
before reaching Quebec. At one point, John, a

carpenter, was railed below to make repairs 
when Jbe ship developed a leak. 

They lived first in Guelph. Ontario, for 18 
months, where their first daughter, Annie was 
tH>rn. 

Their next home was Owen Sound, where 
John continued to work as a can>enter, with a 
few business interests. 

In 1862, after six years in Owen Sound, the 
family moved to Bruce County, to the MacDonakt 
settlement at Elderslie. He started a little general 
store, operating the small business on the barter 
system, accepting butter, eggs and hides in ex¬ 
change lor goods. 

★ * ★ 

Another move took the family to the Chesley 
area where they acquired a section of land, and 
combined store-keeping with farming. 

The long, cold winters made John east about 
for a warmer climate. He thought first about 
moving to the southern United States, but a 
friend persuaded him to investigate the Canadian 
west coast. 

fn 1875 he took the trans-continental railway 
to San Francisco and from there travelled by 
boat to Victoria. • 

He worked in Victoria as a carpenter for sev¬ 
eral months, while he searched for suitable land 
to settle. 

Iljj eventually found a piece of land near what 


is now Benevento Road, for $7.50 an acre and re¬ 
turned to Ontario for his family. 

The family si>ent eight days crossing the con¬ 
tinent. but were a day late to catch a boat from 
the mainland, so they Teached Vancouver Island 
by a curcuitous route via Portland, Oregon. 

Their first home on the Peninsula was a small 
frame building they leased from George Stelly in 
Brentwood. *Therf was room for beds for mother 
and daughter, but the rest of the family slept on 
the floor near the big fireplace. 

★ ★ ★ 

They spent their first winter there, later mov¬ 
ing to an abandoned log cabin refurbished and 
patched to keep them a little more comfortable 
until the big frame homestead was built the fol¬ 
lowing summer. 

Once settled, the family’s attention turned to 
schooling for their seven school-age children. 

George Stelly and John Sluggett each donated 
an acre of land to the Department of Education 
so that a school could be built, the original Brent- 
w<hk1 School. 

The site is no longer being used for school 
purj-oses, and the family and Central Saanich 
council have appealed to the provincial govern- 
mont to turn the property over to the municipal¬ 
ity for a pioneer park. 

Three f>ost offices were established in the 
area about this time, one of which was located on 

---—- -- * - — 


the Sluggett farm. The Sluggett P.O. later be¬ 
came the present Brentwbod Bay Post Office. 

John took an interest in the politics of his new 
province, running for a seat in the legislature on 
the issue of the establishment of the E and 
Railway. 

★ ★ ★ 

With the Hon. T. B. Humphreys as hjs run¬ 
ning mate, John campaigned against a bill which 
would grant the Canadian Pacific Railway 100 
million acres of Vancouver Island and a cash 
grant of $750,000 to build the railway from Esqui¬ 
mau to Nanaimo. 

He and his running mate were defeated and 
this apparently ended the formal political career 
of John Sluggett. 

Before the church in Brentwood that took the 
family name was built, the Sluggetts helped es¬ 
tablish the Calvary Baptist Church in Victoria 
and organized services in the Brentwood school- 
house. 

They were also active in organizing and 
building the Saanich Baptist Church at Shady 
Creek. 

It opened in 1898 with 14 members, half of 
whom were from the Sluggett family.

When my parents went to Pen¬ 
dergast, my Grandmother O'Keefe 
was horrified. She lived on Fort, at 
Vancouver, and Pendergast, to her, 
was out in the wilds. 

Indeed, as I heard nn mother tell it. Pender¬ 
gast was all mud in winter, and dust in summer, 
and the sidewalks were board planks, and there 
was always someone falling over, into the nrfud or 
the dust. 

Dr. R. L. Fraser, who looked after us. had to 
leave his Httpmnbile at the corner of Vancouver 
and Pendergast. and make it to our house over 
the wooden planks. 

I vaguely remember when Pendergast was 
pushed through to Heywood. at the Park. All the 
property owners had to pay for this, and I do 
recall the feeling of relief my mother expressed 
when it was paid for. and her taxes dropped. 

★ ★ ★ 

We left off last time, on Pendeigast. at the 
Duncan McTavish house, mid-way down the north 
side. Then, going w'est. came three houses, all the 
same, designed and built by Mr. Mesher. 

Mr. Mesher’s daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 
and Mrs. Mortimer Appelbv. and their two 
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TIIE 1‘ATRKKS’ ARENA a! the Willows, fronted Cadboro Bay Road, jufit east ot the Find Bay corner. It 
was a lone way out, and. goin>; home, when I alighted from No. It street car, at the Fort-G«>k comer, I 
always felt I was out of foreign territory, for I was back home in Fairfield. This arena was destroyed by 
fire in the late 1920s. Mv skates were ruined by the flames. It was a double tragedy for me.

daughters one named Sylvia lived in one of 
these houses. Later they went to Linden Avenue, 
and then to England. Mr. Appelby it seems to me. 
vvr red at the Court House in Bastion Square.

We lived in the most westerly of these three 
houses. It vvas all on one floor, and very spacious 
Tt had an attic, with a window, and you got up 
there by climbing a fortable ladder, and sliding 
back a trap dftor and then you shinnied up. 1 
was very good at it. 

Cp in the attic wc had to walk on the beams 
staying away from the plaster, otherwise we 
would fall through, and land in the kitchen, or 
wherever. 

Our house had a huge basement with a dirt 
Poor. There was no staircase from the basement 
d irec tly into the house. 

You went out the back door, down a stairway, 
along a walk, anti into the basement door. 

Very complicated, it sounds today, and I 
guess it vvas. but when I was a boy. I 1<*oked upon 
that journey as an adventure. 

It vvas over that rc»ute that l hauled coal and 
wood. and carried out the ashes 


On winter nights when the north wind was 
howling, my mother filled basins and kettles with 
water, and then I went into the basement and 
turned off all the taps by switc hing a lever.

First thing in the morning I went back to the 
basement and turned the tafis on again. 

Ln that way we staved off frozen pipes, 
though sometimes such happened. 

It all sounds so rugged, doesn’t it? 

On scorching hot days in summer my mother 
kept milk and butter in a crock in that dirt-floor 
basement, and everjthing remained sweet and 
not ruined, as so much food is today, by too 
much freezing. 


Cheese. these days is horrible, coining off the 
ice. hard and no taste at all. 

We kept a sack of potatoes just inside the 
basement dour, and I remember m.v complete 
shock, and repugnance, when I discovered the 
rats were in them. 

The bravest deed I ever did in my life was 
to set out the traps, and dump Ihe dead rats into 
newspapers, roll them up. and dig them two feet 
into the garden. 

Our houses was heated by a huge coal and 
wood stove, set into an alcove half way down the 
hall. It was a lot of work, I guess, but it vvas very 
warm and comfy. 

Then there was the wonderful old Monarch 
range in the kitchen, and a fireplace in the dining 
room. 

Why do coal-and-vvood ranges produce so 
much better cooked food than the modem con¬ 
traptions of today? 

Perhaps it’s just my imagination and the 
longing for my youth. 


When I was very small the city nursery in 
Beacon Hill Park was giving away saplings. 

My mother decided that’s just what we need¬ 
ed for our bare yard—some small trees. 

So I went with her to the Park, pulling my lit¬ 
tle red wagon, and we came home with six trees 
three planes, two laburnums, two mountain 
crash. 

With my little spade, I planted "them, and 
they flourished through the years. 

A decade ago our old house vvas bulldozed, to 
make way for an apartment. 

There go my trees; sighed I. 

In due course I got back to Pendergast to see 
what w as where our old house used to be. 

Imagine my .joy, and excitement, when I saw' 
they left one of my trees - a plane, as part of the 
garden landscaping. 

It was as beautiful as ever, and it’s a beauti¬ 
ful tree. Often I go down Pendergast to see my 
tree.

Right behind it vvas the front porch. 

Without it I wouldn’t be too sure of the de¬ 
tailed whereabouts of our dear old house, which 
wasn’t all that fancy, or fashionable, blit it was 
sure comfortable, I can still smell the smell of 
my mother’s boiled salad dressing.

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Some months ago a very well known professional woman died here in Victoria 
where she had long made her home. She was K. Ethel Bordon who, as Miss Gray, was 
'-much respected in the nursing and riftedical field. 

From Flanders Fields 
To Mayo Clinic 



When Ethel Gray was a 
small child in Manitoba, 
her sick father called her 
to his bedside one morn¬ 
ing and told her he hoped 
she would grow up to be a 
teacher as her mother had 
been before her. 

Ethel’s parents were William 
Henry Gray and Eliza (nee Simp- 
son>. With three young children they 
were doing very well for themselves 
In Ontario, so that the chancy move 
they made to- homestead in Mani¬ 
toba seemed a bit foolish on the face 
of it. 

However, William and his wife 
who were strict Presbyterians, also 
suffered from being a bit too willing 
to help their friends. Thus, when an 
old friend came by and asked Wil¬ 
liam to beck a note for him for a 
considerable amount. William 
agreed to do so without any hesita¬ 
tion. 


Always ready to help a friend 
out, William signed that note with¬ 
out any qualms. Sad to say, when 
the note fell due the one-time friend 
could not meet his debt so as co-sig- 
nor poor William was completely 
wiped out paying off a debt that w as 
none of his making. 

When the Gray’s trekked to Man¬ 
itoba it was long before the train got 
even as far as Brandon. However, 
there was already talk of a trans¬ 
continental railway, and there was a 
rumor that when it came it would 
tun North of the Assiniboine River, 
and for this reason the Grays took 
up land which would bring them 
fairly close to civilization when the 
long tentacles of steel finally ar-‘ 
rived. 

In due course, however, the track 
disobliged the family by running 
south of the river. 

In her reminiscences, Ethel re¬ 
calls that the family used to have a 
long journey which led in part 
through an. Indian Reserve in order 
to reach Grisw-old which was their 
nearest shopping centre. 


Of the three children who accom¬ 
panied their parents west only one 
lived to reach maturity. However, 
the little log cabin “had to be regular¬ 
ly enlarged by lean-tos as five more 
children were added to the family. 

The way of a pioneer woman was 
hard. Not only had they to be almost 
entirely self-supporting, but they 
needed their share of bravery. 

Sunday, November 9, 1975 
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“Ethel recalls that at one time her 
father thought nothing of walking 35 
miles in search of winter work tb 
support his family. Mrs. Gray, too. 
was always at the mercy o the In¬ 
dians whether husband was absent. 

II waa not easy to feed one’s fam¬ 
ily when at any time marauding In¬ 
dians were likely to come around 


house-warming, and neighbors came 
from far and wide to celebrate with 
the Grays. 

Ethel notes that people brought 
their children and babies and just 
put them to bed in the upstairs 
rooms so that they would not inter¬ 
fere in the festivites going on down¬ 
stairs.

That house-warming must have 
been one of the few’ highlights 
though, for Ethel tells of continued 
hardship and of the fight her 
parents had in order to secure any 
form of education for their children. 
Also, a doctor was an unheard of 
luxury, and Ethel recalls the day 
when her brother, Austin, had his 
cheek split open by a piece of flying 
wood.

She remembers that her father 
cleaned the wound and then sewed 
Austin’s cheek together again with 
an ordinary needle and thread. Nat¬ 
urally, no anaesthetic of any kind, 
but then the children were probably 
tougher in those days. The wound 
healed, we are tpld, without any In¬ 
fection ! 


Those were the days when 
women managed their child-births 
without any trips to hospital. Babies 
were born at home with the aid of a 
kindly neighbor woman — if there 
was one near enough. 

Later on, however, a doctor did 
open- up his office at Oak Lake 
which was 18 miles away. This was 
a distinct improvement. 

In times of need, though, some¬ 
body always had to ride over to get 
the doctor, and all too often by the 
time he arrived at the sick bed, 
much valuable time had been lost. 

Yet, with all this, one learns that 
there seemed to be no mental illness 
as we know it today. It just didn't 
seem to exist. 

Also, children early learned to 
undertake many sorts of tasks which 
would be most unlikely to be their 
lot today. 

★ r ★ ★ 

With such a-hard beginning, it is 
not to be wondered at that Ethel 
Gray early learned a good deal of 
self-reliance and the ability to face 
up to many unpleasant situations — 
and to get the better of them. 

Her father died only three years 
after the white house wts built, and 
thus In 1903 Eliza Gray found herself 
left to raise a growing family of 
seven, as well as a three-quarter 
section of land to look after. 

Ethel was 13 years old at the 
time and in later years she recalled 
the hardships and the childhood 
sickness to which the family fell 
heir. She also recalled that it was 
all part of the day’s work for her to 
harness a five horse team and go 
out to get on with the summer fal¬ 
low. 

Yet, despite the care of the land 
and her children, Eliza Gray added 
another job to hec* load. When the 
need arose, she became the first and 
only postmistress in the area, a job 
which she held for 40 years. 

★ ★ ★ 

Meanwhile, Ethel had finished 
her primary schooling, and so went 
to Griswold for high school. 

She had to board there during the 
week, only coming home at week¬ 
ends. 

For many years she was to re¬ 
member the fear she lived through 
at that time since her landlady's 
husband was a drunkard who was 
apt to be dangerous. Each night 
when she w’ent to bed, Ethel used to 
drag her chest-of-drawers over in

front of her door so that nobody 
could get in during the night. 

Once high school was finished, 
Ethel Gray — mindful of her fa¬ 
ther’s wishes for her future, entered 
normal school at Brandon to train 
as a teacher. 

Teachers were in great demand 
In Manitoba at that time and as soon 
as Ethel had completed her training 
she was hired to teach school at 
Maple Shade. There she taught 33 
pupils and was, at first, a little dubi¬ 
ous when she found that she had to 
teach nine boys all of whom were 
older than herself.' 

★ ★ - ★ 

However, Ethel was not to re¬ 
main a school teacher for the rest of 
her life. After teaching at two 
schools, it became necessary for her . 
to return home to care for her 
younger sister, Edna, who was an 
invalid. 

Though she was still in her teens 
herself, Ethel took her sister down 
to Long Beach, California, since it 
was thought that warmer weather 
would, help her during the winter 
months. 

While there, a doctor whom she 
called for her sister commented to 
Ethel that it would be a great pity if 
she did not train as a nurse since he 
felt that she would probably make a 
very good one. 

Ethel took this to heart and after 
her return home, though she imme¬ 
diately took another teaching job, 
she also sent away for brochures 
from the leading schools of nursing 
across Canada. 

Winnipeg was & the school which 
most appealed to her and she ap¬ 
plied for admission there in August, 
1913. 


Despite her mother’s deep con¬ 
cern and alarm over such a change 
in plan, Ethel was enrolled and was 
presently fitted out in nurse’s garb. 

At that time, this consisted of a 
tight fitting blue dress with ankle- 
length skirt, a stiff collar to keep the 
head erect, a long apron and stiff 
sleeve cuffs, and to finish it all off 
— high lace-up boots and black 
stockings. The hours of duty, too, 
would make our present day nurses 
gasp! 

Ethel Gray was, of course, a 
young nurse during the years of the 
First World War. 

She applied for service overseas 
as soon as she was qualified, and in 
1917 her application was granted. 

From that time forward, she 
served in France, and while she was 
acting as assistant matron of the 
field hospitals, she had the thrill of 
being told one morning that King 
George V wished to speak to her. 

As a result it fell to her to lead 
him on a guided tour. As she re¬ 
called later, it was one of the high¬ 
lights of her whole nursing career. 


Tjje war was unkind to Ethel 
Gray, however, in that by the time 
she was discharged in the summer 
of 1919, she had lost a great deal of 
weight and was seriously unwell. 

Ill health seems to have dogged 
her from that time forward for quite 
a long while. Eventually the authori¬ 
ties granted her a pension of $13 a 
month for disability! 

For the rest of her life, she was 
to feel somewhat bitter over the 
lack of care meted out to nurses 
who had served overseas during that 
war. 

However, the hard pioneer begin¬ 
ning which the Gray family had en¬

dured in their early years was cer¬ 
tainly to stand her in good stead. 

She was always a figtfter and 
though at one time she was told she 
could never nurse again, this left 
her quite undeterred. 

However, during that time of ill 
health she made her first visit to 
Victoria and immediately fell in love 
with the place. During this time also 
she received an offer from the Mayo 
Clinic to act as operating room su¬ 
pervisor at the Worrall Hospital. 
This, of course, she had lo declare at 
the time owjng to ill health. 

* * * 

At a lat?r date when Ethel’s 
health had improved sufficiently she 
did accept a post at the Mayo Clinic, 
going there as superintendent of 
nurses at the Colonial Hospital, a* 
post which she found .both stimulat¬ 
ing and challenging. 

One of the most thrilling things 
about. Ethel’s work at the Mayo 
Clinic was the fact ■ she worked in 
dose contact with the famous Dr. 
Will Mayo. 

Some years later, Ethel Gray re¬ 
turned to Canada and became ma¬ 
tron of the Kootenay Lake General 
Hospital at Nelson, B.C. Later still 
she was made superintendent of the 
same hospital. 

However, fate, in the form of 
illness, had not yet done with this 
courageous woman for while she 
w as on holiday in California she was 
badly injured in a disastrous car ac¬ 
cident. 

This really did more or less put 
an end to her nursing career, and 
for many months she was not ex¬ 
pected to recover. 

Of this part of her life, she 
records the hojielessness of trying to 


extract damages in such an event. 
The trial was. of course, held in the 
States and it dragged on for a very 
long time. 

In the end, Ethel Gray was 
awarded damages of $20,000. Howev¬ 
er, when everything was finally 
cleared up and all expenses paid, 
the sum she was left with was 
$1,740. 


One might well think that afler 
such a disastrous occurrence which 
took away her livelihood, Ethel 
Gray might be tempted to give up 
altogether. 

However, this was not the case. 
She moved to Victoria — a place she 
had always loved — and took up a 
little private nursing which she felt 
kept her from being too sorry for 
herself. 

She also became interested in life 
insurance,’ working as a represent¬ 
ative for the Sun Life Assurance 
Company of Canada. This seems 
rather a different sort of work from 
nursing and teaching. However 
Ethel Gray appears to have had that 
blessed gift for making a success of 
everything she touched. 


In her later years. Miss Gray- 
married Dr. Lorris Borden who be¬ 
side his medical work had. at one 
time, been commissioned by the 
Canadian government to make a re¬ 
port of the Eskimos, both physically 
and anthropologically, with special 
reference to the incidence of cancer, 
tuberculosis and syphilis. 

This had necessitated a number 
of Arctic cruises while lie was en¬ 
gaged on this \rt>rk, and Dr. Bor¬ 
den’s draft of his report is now in 
die Dominion Archives. 


Dr. Borden came of a well-known 
family as he was first cousin to Sir 

Robert Borden, that great and well- 
known Candian who in 1901 became 
leader of tre Conservative-Liberal 
party of Canada, following which 
he entered office as prime minister 
in October, 1911. 

After the First World War, Sir 
Robert Borden was largely in¬ 
strumental in getting for Canada a 
full membership in the League of 
Nations, and in defining Canada's 
status as a member of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations. 


With marriage, however, Ethel 
Gray did not give up her many in¬ 
terests. She continued her mem¬ 
bership in the Business and Profes¬ 
sional Women’s Organization and 
also in the Canadian Women’s Gub. 

She worked is service officer for 
The Nursing Sisters legion Branch 
No. 152, and was elected to the 
board of directors of the Victoria 
Branch of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses. (Miss Gray had been among 
the first registered nurses in Cano¬ 
la.) Both the Red Cross and St. 
lohn Ambulance received her enthu¬ 
siastic support and indeed for the 
remainder of her life* Ethel Cray 
ontinued to work for others as 
-he had done all her life. 


Ethel Gray was something of a 
feminist in her day. and worked 
hard for the betterment of women. 
She also lectured a good deal and 
wrote a number of articles — one of 
the most important of which was 
commissioned by the Canadian Geo¬ 
graphical Journal, and which was 
entitled — Northward 1903-04. 

This had to do with Dr. Borden'9 
work in th Arctic and here it should 
be remembered that the late Dr. 
Borden was responsible for settling 
Canada’s claim to the Arctic is¬ 
lands. In addition to all her other in¬ 
terests, Ethel also helped in her hus¬ 
bands work in this connection. 

Was there any time for socializ¬ 
ing and personal life in this wo¬ 
man’s busy schedule? 

Yes. there certainly was. Ethel 
Gray had many friends and beside 
travelling widely she had many in¬ 
terests outsie her career and subse¬ 
quent voluntary work. 

She dearly loved a good game of 
brige, and to the end of her days 
she v ns strongly humanitarian and 
genuinely kind. 

Despite her life-long career, 
Ethel Gray was no mean housewife, 
and her jams and jellies were often 
on sale at local church affairs. She 
shared them all, just as she shared 
the flowers from her garden. 


Dr. Loris Borden pre-deceased 
his w ife by a number of years. How¬ 
ever she continued to live in the 
pleasant Oak Bay home they had 
shared together. 

If-She had one amusing little f a¬ 
ble it was that every Saturday after¬ 
noon — come what might — she 
would listen to an opera program. 
This time for her was sacred, and if 
any of her friends so far forgot 
themselves as to call on her during 
that hour, then she simply did n )1 
answer her door! 

This April, 1975, K. Ethel Bordon 
died at a ripe old age. Her strong 
personality and keen wit an<^ in¬ 
telligent mind will long be remem¬ 
bered, as will the fact Jhat her con¬ 
tinuing motto through her long life 
w as Service to Olliers.

Among then 
target* was Union Bay. when, once 
again, they had sped off into the 
night. 

One man was determined to end 
their reign of terror. Chief Consta¬ 
ble David Stephenson. British Co¬ 
lumbia Provincial Police officer in 
charge of the nor.mem halt of Van¬ 
couver Island Sooner or later, h* 
knew, the Dutchman and his [•atlne* 
would go to the well once too often. 
And when they did. he would have 
his men waiting for them. * 

But the question, of course, was

J Bill he hadn't taken more 
than a step when there was an ex¬ 
plosion as the first burglar fired his

As Westaway fell, unconscious, to 
the floor, the second burglar made a 
run for the door — leaving a wx>und- 

Roes alone with the murderous 
gunman. Before the assailant could 
fire again, the heroic young officer 
closed the distance between them 
By this time, his flashlight had gone 
flying and the store was agin in total 
darkness. When he crashed into the 
invisible robber, he slashed wildly 
with his fist and nightstick, and 
tried to get the other’s gun. 
aw* 

His opponent fought back wildly, 
and struggled time and again to use 
his Colt, only to find the officer’s 
sleet grip, despite his wound, to be 
too great. Back and forth, they 
grappled and cursed, and flailed 
about with gun. club and fist, then 
duel later being described as “one 
<*t the greatest man-to-man battles 
in western police history'. 

’Both men were powerfully built 
and to each it was a life and death 
struggle. The policeman knew the 
armed robber meant murder, and 
the desperado, thinking the police¬ 
man armed, knew he would use his 
gun if he could reach it.” 

Finally it was over. Although 
seriously wounded and weakened by 
loss of blood, and matched against 
an opponent who was both powerful 
tnd desperate. Constable Ross hack 
‘equalised” the burglar’s Colt with 
his sturdy' nightstick — almost 
(creaking it over the man’s head 
Ordy rtven had his opponent collapsed 

the floor, when Ross succeeded in 
handcuffing him 

When help reached the scene. 
Ross was blinded by blood and pain, 
and Constable Westaway lay where 
he had fallen. Then die pris¬ 
oner — the Flying Dutchman who 
was battered almost beyond recogni- 
tion. was led away and formally 
charged with having murdered a (»o- 
liceman.

Sentenced to die. Wagner was 
placed under guard in a death cell 
in the Nanaimo jail; there to await 
the tender services of Mr. Ellis, 
Canada’s official hangman. Six day** 
before sentence was to he carried 
out. on Aug 28. 1913. newspaper

“Harry Wagner, alias Ferguson,

WINTER 

During the 1800s in British Columbia, dauntless 
men pushed themselves to their limits in the quest for 
furs, timber and gold. Their endurance was tested by 
range after range of mountains and passes with eleva- 


GOLD¬ 
IN B.C.

-—tfpns of 4,000 to 6,000 feet. 

The mountains they cursed have 
now become a source of another 
kind of gold, the "white gold" of ski¬ 
ing. With perfect powder, groomed 
slopes good food and friendly peo¬ 
ple, interior British Columbia is a 
skier’s dream. 

As a resident of the province, I 
have had the opportunity to try 
many different ski areas. Unlike the 
early explorers, I can be out of 
coastal Vancouver and on the interi¬ 
or slopes in a matter of hours. Most 
interior cities are within an hour of 
Vancouver by air. 

Although Whistler Mountain will 
* likely remain B.C.'s most widely ac¬ 
claimed ski resort for some time, 
and a major destination for ski 
packages out of eastern Canada and 
ihe United States, B.C.’s -interior 
ureas are also proving popular. 
Whistler has its size, variety of ski¬ 
ing, and proximity to Vancouver to 
offer, but the interior areas have 
their si>ecial attractions as well. 

Pacific Western Airlines has this 
year expanded its Ski Bird pack¬ 
ages. to include nine destinations, 
one for cross country skiing. And 
once into the interior, areas are 
grouped so that a day’s trip can 
include one of several choice ski 
hills. 

I like the interior for the small 
cities. Each has its own character 
and atmosphere and the ski areas 
offer lots of variety with line-ups 
almost non-existent. Weather condi¬ 
tions are usually more stable than 
on the coast, with drier snow, Cooler 
lemjieratures and more sunshine. 

Last season I flew to Kimberley 
with Pacific Western. The early 
February snow was fresh and dry 
on > the mile-long, well-groomed, 
T-bar hill. Over on the chairlift, 
some 7,000-feet in length and 
1,600-feet vertical rise, there were 
open areas, moguls, room for the 
ever-present kite flyers, and gentle 
swinging slopes inviting slow and 
easy turns. 

It was my first trip to Kimberley 
in winter, and I wondered why. I 


had heard much about the ski hill, 
rumors that it was wide, long, had 
night skiing for more than a mile on 
the T-bar. was only two miles from 
the city, and that the entire city had 
gone Bavarian in the past few 
Sears. What a pleasant surprise 1 
The rumors were true. And I’ll be 
ba« k this year to sample the new 
triple chairlift to the north bowl. It 
will open up. according to area man¬ 
ager Doug "Sherlock” Holmes, 710 
acres of new ski sloj>e« and even a 
new’ beginner area on the top of the 
mountain. 

Fmm Kimberley, It is’ a short 
distance to other East Kootenay 
areas. Drive north for an hour and 
you are at Radium Hot Springs, 
where helicopter skiing on the 
nearby glaciers combines with 
swimming in the hot mineral pools, 
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ojien year-round, and accommo¬ 
dation in the Radium Hot Springs 
Lodge, to make a perfect relaxing 
ski holiday. 

If helicopter skiing seems too 
much, or it’s weathered out. there is 
nearby Panorama Ski Hill. Just 
north of Radium, Hans Gmoser 
operates his Canadian Mountain 
Holidays helicopter skiing weeks, 
and in conjunction, Radium Ixxlge 
offers helicopter skiing along with 
regular slope skiing at Panorama, 
19 miles away. With its new chair¬ 
lift, Panorama will boast a 3,100 foot 
vertical drop, with skiing lasting 
well into April. 

Last year, we hiked to the 
powder ridge which will be served 
by the new chair. Superb! Panora¬ 
ma also has what I would call the 
best glassy-smooth beginners’ slope 
without congestion, and with a sim¬ 
ple platter lift, that I have seen any¬ 
where in western Canada. 

East Kootenay country is dotted 
with, hot mineral springs, and an¬ 


other ski area has been built at 
Fairmont Hot Springs, where a 
beautiful lodge and full dining facili¬ 
ties, complement the skiing and out- 
j&gor, year-round hot springs swim¬ 
ming. 

Kite flying is the big activity 
here, and a kite flying school is rap¬ 
idly gaining converts. Two years 
ago I was coerced into trying ban-el 
stave skiing at Fairmont, during the 
annual Barrel Stave races. It’s wild! 

A new kind of hot dogging! But kite 
flying . . . they're still trying to con- 
\ ince me! 

Good roads connect all of these 
areas, and it’s easy to make a quick 
trip slightly east into the Lizard 
Range and ski at Femie’s Snow Val¬ 
ley for a day. Snow and more snow. , 
plenty of sunshine and so few people 
on the hills/7 

Femie is another of tjie small 
cities that has a ski area practically 
•ai its outskirts, just three miles 
down the highway. Skii^ in Lizard 
and Cedar Bowls is fantastic, and 
served by two T-bars that lift you 
j.iJOO feet above sea level. 

The East Kootenay areas are all 
served by Cranbrook airport in 
southeastern B.C., and each one has 
a Ski Bird package priced so mo¬ 
derately that even with air fare 
from Vancouver, the price per per¬ 
son, sharing twin accommodation is 
most reasonable. 

Other Ski Bird packages from 
Pacific Western Airlines feature ski¬ 
ing at the Okanagan areas of Silver 
Star at Vernon and Big White at 
Kelowna, and Penticton’s Apex Al¬ 
pine. There is also a Ski Bird pack¬ 
age for Tod Mountain at Kamloops 
and another for cross-county skiing 
at the 108 Mile Ranch, where 65 
kilometres of trails run through 
open and wooded Cariboo coun¬ 
tryside. 

When you can have ' accommo¬ 
dations, transfers from airport to 
hotel to ski hill, lift tickets, a wel¬ 
come party, skiing on uncrowded 
runs, beginning; at $72 per person fa- 
live days and nights, it has to lx* a 
bargain. You’ve found the 'white 
gold"!

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took advantage of the fact that the 
jail official's attention was diverted 
to make his attempt at self-destruc¬ 
tion. He was quickly overpowered 
and heavily shackled, while an addi¬ 
tion guard was placed on duty. 

•"Wagner will be hanged in the 
courtyard of the jail next Wednes¬ 
day morning, Ellison, the hangman, 
has been in the city for several 
days, his presence being unknown to 
the general public. He has quarters 
at the jail. Tomorrow he will com¬ 
mence the erection of the scaffold 
on which Wagner will end a career 
of crime which had made him one of 
the most notorious characters of 
the West Coast." 

Upon recovering from his attempt 
at self-destruction, Wagner was 


double-shackled and assigned an- 
otlier guard. Even this did not seem 
lo fa/x* him, as he continued to boast 
that he would never hang. Finally, 
>n the morning of Aug. 28, 1913, 
Henry Wagner, alias Ferguson and 
Flying Dutchman — "whisky smug¬ 
gler. pirate and general bad man" 
— paid the supreme penalty for the 
last, and greatest, of his many sins. 

Characteristically, he maintained 
his "reputation for nerve and cool¬ 
ness" to the very end, It being re¬ 
ported that he strode to the scaffold 
and "leaped up" the stei>s without 
assistance or the slightest sign of 
nervousness. 

Moments before, the outlaw’s 
Dopularity with his fellow prisoners 
had l>een demonstrated as hp began 
the death march to a chorus of 
"Goodbye, Wagner.” 


Attired, in undershirt and co¬ 
veralls, unshaven, and with his hair 
long and matted. Wagner looked 
every bit as fierce as his reputation 
suggested Scowling at those about 
him. refused a last-minute 

confession, when Ellis adjusted the 
noose and slipped the hood in place. 
He then stepped back and pulled the 
trap. Not more than 30 seconds had 
elapsed since Wagner "resolutely” 
strode into the jailyard. 

But if Henry Wagner had faced 
his end bravely, he had not been in 
complete control of his emotions 
throughout his wait in jail. The night 
before, it was reported, he had "suf¬ 
fered a fit and passed a very uneasy 
night.’* - 

Among those who had witnessed 
the execution was Constable Gordon 

Ross.

They played 
this song for their Saturday night dances, and 
kept getting requests to ph»y it again. People 
wanted to know where they could buy the record. 
Bur there was no record yet. 

So to keep the customers happy. the group 
decided to record their new s**ng to spII at 
H mens On thpir own they recorded only 300 
copies the first time. 

Les (who wrote the words to the song Quen- 
rin wrote the lyrics* sent copies of the record to 
tw > of America’s largest recording companies— 
w ith no results. 

Then in 19f>9. radio station KMON in Great 
Fails. Montana, was given a copy of tlie record 
by a juke box ojieratnr. who said it was the nv«st- 
played record in their adult locations 


When station KMOtV first played The Rangers’ 
Walt/ their switchboard lit up like a swarm of 
fireflies, jammed with calls from listeners want¬ 
ing to know where the record could be purchased. 

As this radio station is heard in Southern Al- 
b»rra. the record dealers therf got calls lor it t<*o. 
But noixidy knew where to buy the record. 

Finally. Arnold Palmer, who r.fcrates a 
record service in Alberta, tracked down Welch in 
Spokane. and ordered 300 copies. Even before this 
order was cleared through customs, word got out 
that he knew where to get the record; and order* 
piie I up lor 2.000 copies
